BUT  BADLY  DISTRIBUTED 


)Sir  Robert  Promises  Best  Efforts  to  Secure  Effi- 
cient Operation  of  Canadian   Northern — ' 
Purchase    Bill   to   Be   Read   Third 
Time  Today  Under  Closure 


OTTAWA.  Aui.  29,— The  third  read- 
tns  of  the  Canadian  Northern  BtU  will 
t>«  carried  tomorrow  under  the  clowure 
rule.  Notice  to  thla  eftect  was  Klveii 
by  Sir  Thomas  White  In  a  debate  on 
an  amendment  to  the  motion  for  third 
_readlng  moved  by  Hon,  VVm.  Pu^lejr^ 

The  amendment  was  one  providing 
that  the  award  of  the  board  of  arbi- 
tration that  will  flz  the  value  of  Can- 
adian Northrn  Railway  stock  to  be 
purehawed  by  the  Oovernment  must  not 
b*  accepted  until  approved  by  Parlia- 
ment. 

When  the  adjournment  of  the  debate 
was  moved  by  E^  H.  Macdonald.  Sir 
Thoma*  White  gave  formal  notice  of 
closure  tomorrow,  statins  that  the  de- 
bate already  had  been  In  profresa  for 
two  weeks  and  It  was  necessary  that 
the  bill  Should  be  disposed  of.  He  ad- 
ded that  with  the  consent  of  the  House, 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition,  If  he  de- 
aired  to  speak,  would  not  be  confined  to 
the  time  limit  of  twenty  minutes.

Durins  the  course  of  the  debate  Sir 
Jlobert  Borden  made  an  Important 
apeeoh  outllnlnc  the  probable  policy  of 
the  Oovernment  In  regard  to  railways 
In  the  future.  He  said  that  when  the 
Oovernment  acquired  the  Canadian  Nor- 
thern Railway,  as  far  aa  be  was  con- 
cerned, he  would  devote  his  best  enar- 
dea  to  maklnc  the  operation  of  the 
road  as  elRclent  as  any  road  In  Canada. 
He  regarded  It  as  Impossible  for  any 
department  of  the  Oovernment  to  under- 
take the  management  of  a  great  railway 
ayatem.  However,  this  was  a  matter 
for  the  next  Parliament  to  solve.  He 
beltaved^  ft  was  necessary  for  the  rail- 
ways and  the  Oovernment  to  get  to- 
gethar  In  th«  Immediate  future  and 
deal  with  the  poaslblUty  of  having  a 
Mystem  of  cooperative  management  of 
all  the  rallwaya  of  Canada. 

The  Dominion  had  nearly  forty  thoun- 
and  miles  of  railway.  He  did  not  pre- 
tend that  thia  was  too  much,  but  the 
mileage  was  not  properly  distributed. 
We  should  have  fewer  transcontinental 
lines.  Without  cooperation  In  manage- 
ment, there  would  continue  to  be  un- 
necessary and  abaurd  duplication  of 
Iloea. 


Hlr  Kobert  went  on  to  Hay  that  in 
studying  thiu  Mil  It  had  been  borne  upon 
him  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  Kallway  by  the  Canadian 
Pactnc  Kail  way  would  result  In  the 
saving  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  In  the 
hundred  million  dollars  In  conntructlon. 
He  though  that  by  co-operative  man- 
agement this  sum  could  be  sa^ed  to  the 
country.  tiir  Kobert  said  that  he  had 
gone  into  the  question  with  a  number  of 
railway  experts,  and  they  believed  that 
such  a  system  could  be  carried  out.  It 
would  produce  two  Important  results:  It 
would  save  enormous  sums  In  capital 
expenditure  and  would  reduce  operating 
expenses. 

Mr.  Pugsley,  in  moving  his  amend- 
ment, disclaimed  any  Intention  on  the 
part  of  the  Opposition  to  prolong  the  de- 
bate on  the  bin  more  than  was  neces- 
sary. He  thought  that  the  Oovernment 
had  been  ill-advised  in  resorting  to  the 
closure. 

"Beffvettakle  Soeaea" 

"Some  regrettable  scenes  occurred, 
and  I  am  sorry  for  them,"  remarked 
the  memtier  for  St.  John,  amid  laugh- 
ter. The  Oovernment.  he  thought, 
would  get  along '  better  with  this  and 
other  legislation  were  it  to  display  more 
regard  for  the  members  of  the  House. 
The  closure  had  been  Invoked  only  thir- 
teen days  after  consideration  of  the  bill 
was  taken  up  In  committee,  although  In 
the  meantime  other  business  had  been 
dlspO^d  of.  He  presumed  that  the 
third  reading  had  been  moved  tonight 
In  order  that  the  Oovernment  might 
give  notice  of  closure  on  the  third 
reading.  Such  a  step,  he  said,  would  be 
ill-advised,  because  it  would  create  the 
impression  that  the  Oovernment  wants 
to  force  the  bill  through  without  flvlng 
the  House  ample  opportunity  to  discuss 
It. 

Dealing  with  the  merits  of  his  amend- 
ment, Mr.  Pugsley  said  that  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  Railway  and  other  own- 
ers of  stock  would  present  the  moat 
favorable  statement  to  the  arblt rotors. 
The  Bank  of  Commerce  and  oth«i 
pledgees  would  tell  the  arbitritora  that 
tliey  must  conslc^er  the  commtrciil 
value  of  the  stock  an  enhancivl  by 
knowledge  of  the  purchase  of  the  road 
by  the  Oovernment.  , 


Allow  Teutonic  Troops  to 
Make  Advance  on  Rouman- 
ian Front — Whole  Division 
Retreats  in  Disorder. 


MERLIN,  Aug.  ».— Today's  official 
statement    reads 

"Kastern  theatre:  Front  of  Prince 
lieopold — There  were  no  Important 
•vents. 

"Front  of  Archduke  Joseph — On  both 
aide*  of  the  Oltux  valley  onr  troops 
atormed  some  positions  and  repulsed 
atreng  counter-attacks  north  of  Oro- 
■e^tl.  More  than  six  hundred  prl- 
jionere  were  brought  In.  The  Rou- 
manlans  advanced  unauocessfully  at 
aeveral  points  against  the  mountain 
front  between  the  Casino  and  Patna 
valler*. 

"Front  of  Field  Marahal  von  Ifack- 
•naen— On  the  edge  of  the  mountains, 
west  of  the  middle  sereth,  after  efTec- 
tlve  artillery  preparation,  our  troops 
In  eloae  fighting  captured  the  village  of 
Municelutf  and  pushed  back  the  enemy 
In  a  northwesterly  direction  beyond 
aeveral  positions  "on  both  aides  of  the 
Suehltaa  valley,  by  the  Impetuosity  of 
the  attacking  forces.  Strong  Ruaso- 
Boumantan  counter-attacks  were  shat- 
tered. The  enemy  lost  more  than  a 
thousand  prisoners.  Three  guns  and 
fifty  machlna  guna  were  oaptared  and 
the  enemy  suffered  heavy  losses. 

"Beat  of  the  Fokmhanl-A^udal  rail- 
way the  only  lively  fighting  activity 
was   between   the  artillery."

Germany's  agreement  to  pky  Indemn- 
nlty  and  promi^ie  n>it  to  destroy  other 
ships  under  tlie  Argentine  fla<  caused 
Herretary  ^nwlng  to  point  out  today 
that  the  Imperial  Government  had  made 
a  greater  promise  to  iho  United  States 
and   then    had    broken   its    word. 

Ii:xamlnation  of  the  facts  ladicates, 
however,  that  Germany  will  not  be  em- 
utrrsssed  by  keeping  thld  latent  ;iro'n>- 
iHe,  t>ecause  Argentina  has  no  mercantile 
marine  en^cuged  in  transatlantic  trade. 
The  whole  controversy  has  Impressed 
some  officials  here  as  hollow,  and  its  re- 
sult is  viewed  an  a  point  scored  for 
fJermany.

OCCUR  IN  WEST 


Operations  Confined  to  Raiding 
Parties  and  Artillery  Fire — 
British  Clear  Up  One  Strong 
Position. 


LONDON,  Aug.  29.— Tonight's  official 
statement  reads:  "Stormy  weather  con- 
tinues. Early  this  morning  enemy 
parties  made  a  bombing  raid  on  two  oif 
our  positions  east  of  Oosttaveme,  but 
were  driven   oft  with   loss. 

"There  Is  nothing  else  of  special  In- 
terest to  report." 

"During  the  night  we  carried  out  suc- 
cessful raids  northeast  of  Gouseaucourt 
and  southwest  of  Hulluch  and  captured 
a  few  prisoners,"  says  an  official  an- 
nouncement Issued  here  today.  "South- 
east of  L<angemarck  our  troops  cleared 
up  a  strong  point  In  which  an  enemy 
party  was  holding  out  immediately  In 
front  of  our  new  line."

PARIS,  Aug.  as. — The  omcial  state- 
ment issufd  b^  the  War  Office  ton(rbt 
reads: 

"The  day  was  oatm  on  the  whole 
front,  except  in  the  region  of  the  Uur- 
teblse  monument  and  on  both  banks  oif 
the  Ueuse  river,  where  the  artlUeiT  dis- 
played great  activity  on  both  sides. 

"Belgian  communication:  During  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday  nights  our  patrols 
were  very  active.  In  an  attack  carried 
out  by  one  of  our  reconnotterlng  parties 
south  of  DIxmude  we  dispersed  an  en- 
emy detachment  and  brought  back  prls- 
cners.  The  bad  weather  was  the  cauae 
of  the   feeble  artillery  activity." 

Violent  artillery  fighting  Is  in  pro- 
gress on  the  Verdun  front  between  Avo- 
court  and  Hill  304,  and  on  the  Aisne 
front,  the  War  Office  announces.  North 
of  Caurleres  Wood,  In  the  Verdun  sec- 
tor, Oerm»in  reconnoitring  forces  wero 
repulsed.

Former  Governor-General  of  Canada  Dead 


EARL  GREY 

The  nt.  Hon.  Sir  Albert  Henry  George,  Eari  Grey^  who  died  yesterday  morning  at 
his  home,  Howick  House,  Northumberland,  England,  after  a  prolonged  lllneaa.  waa 
*       Governor-General   of  Canada   from   Sept.   26,    1904,   until   Oct.    13.    1911. 


Dominion  Sorrows  at 
Earl  Grey's  Passing 

— — ^— — — —  ,    ,    . 

During    Seven    Years    as    Governor-General    He 
Showed  Masterly  Understanding  of  Domin-  • 
ion's  Problems — Lived  to  See  Gonscrip-^ 
tion  Pass — Was  Lover  of  Victoria 


Victoria  learned  wltli  deep  aorrow 
yesterday  of  the  death  of  Earl  Orey. 
former  Governor-Oeneral  of  Canada. 
He  passed  away  .at  6  o'clock  In  the 
morning  at  Howick  House,  Northumber- 
land, his  end  being  the  termination  of 
a  long  Illness.  The  funeral  la  being 
held  {Saturday  and  there  will  be  a  me- 
morial   service    in    London. 

A^  all  timpfl  a  Htaunc^  believer  in  the 
future  of  the  West,  Victoria  had  no 
greater  friend  or  admirer  than  Karl 
Orey.  While  representing  the  King  In 
Canada  from  1904  until  1911,  the  per- 
Honal  charm  of  Earl  Grey,  as  well  aa 
the  ability  and  vixion  which  he  dis- 
played In  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  Ktiined  for  him  the  re- 
npect  and  love  of  true  Cunadlans  from 
the  Atlantic  to  Pacific.  Even  after  he 
had  been  succeeded  by  the  Duke  of 
Connaught  he  retained  his  close  Inter- 
CHt  in  the  afralrs  of  this  country  and 
hlH  affection  for  Its  people. 

Ohampioaed  Ooaaorlptlon 

Karl  Orey.  ever  Jt  staunch  champion 
of  compul!«ory  military  service,  died  the 
very  day  conscription  had  been  made 
the  law  throiiKhoiit  the  country  he 
loved  po  well,  it  was  In  the  .'Spring  of 
ll»14  that  he  made  clear  his  views  on 
tlilK  subject  in  an  Interview  given  The 
Colonist.  "Compulsory  military  train- 
ing is  proving  a  magnificent  success  In 
Australia."  he  said.  "Not  only  in  the 
eense  that  It  Is  preparing  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  for  the  Inevitable  test  to 
which  they  will  be  put,  but  tha^  It  Is 
Improving  the  physical  well-belfag  and 
stamina  of  the  race.  Canada  must 
learn  a  lesson  from  this.  I  personally 
hope  the  day  Is  not  far  distant  when 
her  people  may  embark  upon  a  similar 
line  of  action  in  order  to  improve  her 
position  as  a  nation  and  the  well-being 
of  her  people." 

Waa  &oT«r  of  Tleterla 

Victoria  always  held  a  warm  spot  In 
the  heart  of  Earl  Orey,  and  nothing 
delighted  him  more  when  on  his  occa- 
sional visits  to  the  Coast  than  a  drive 
through  the  suburbs  of  the  city.  "It 
.is  the  most  beautiful  spot  I  have  seen 
In  all  my  travels,"  he  said  once.  "Tour 
scenic  beauties  are  unsurpassed  any- 
where In  the  world,  and  the  whole  set- 
ting of  the  city  and  your  climate  com- 
bine to  give  It  a  charm  most  alluring 
to  the  traveler.  I  am  euro  I  could 
never  tire  of  talking  about  the  beauty 
of  Victoria."  The  Empress  was  one 
of  his  favorite  hotels;  In  fact,  he  called 
It  "the  Queen  of  all  hotels  throughout 
the  Empire,"  and  when  he  fii^t  visited 
It  he  sent  a  messasre  to  Mrs.  Hayter 
Reed,  congratulating  her  upon  the  in- 
terior furnishings,  which  he  character, 
ised  as  *'an  artiatio  triumph." 


Earl  Orey  understood  Canada  and  her 
people  as  few  Englishmen  who  had 
spent  a  comparatively  short  period  la 
the  Dominion.  From  the  outset  of  hla 
aaaumlng  office  aa  Oovernor-Oeneral 
he  abowed  that  he  had  a  aympathetio 
graap  of  Dominion  condltlona  and  hla 
aubaequent  action  proved  he  acted  at 
all  tlmM  for  the  good  of  Canada  .with 
a  wladom,  tact  and  appreciation  of  the 
altuatlon  In  hand  that  could  hardly  be 
exoelled  by  a  native-bom  son  who  hsd 
grown  up  with  the  country.  Eterl  Orey 
brought  with  him  to  Canada  the  warm 
intelligence  and  far-aeelBv  perception 
of  the  true  Impcrtallat..  and  in  all  hla 
dealings  with  the  affairs  of  Canada  he 
aaad  the  tact  that  cornea  of  lane  ex- 
perience in  handling  big  national  prob- 
lema.  He  waa  regarded  as  the  Ideal 
repreaeatative  of  the   Motherland. 


Orey  of  Howick  in  the  County  of 
Northumberland  <1>01),  ^d  a  baronet 
(1740,  Knight  Grand  Croaa  of  the  Moat 
DlRtiaguished  Order  of  St.  Michael  and 
St.  George  (1904).  and  .Knight  Grand 
Cross  of  the  Royal  Victorian  Order 
(1908). 

He  was  educated  at  Harrow  and  Trin- 
ity College,  cflmbrldge,  being  graduated 
a  senior  In  law  and  history  tripos  In 
1873.  He  represented  6outh  Northum- 
berland in  the  British  House  of  Com- 
mons from  1880-1885  and  Northumber- 
land (Tyneslde)  In  1885-6.  He  was  Ad- 
ministrator of  Rhodesia  in  1896-7  and  a 
director  of  the  British  South  Africa 
Company  since  1898.  He  was  appointed 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Northumberland  in 
1899  and  continued  in  that  office  until 
he  waa  appointed  Governor-Oeneral  of 
Canada  Heptember  26,  1904. 

On  January  36,  1908,  the  honorary  de- 
gree of  L.L.D.  was  conferred  on  him  by 
McOIll    irnlversHy,   Montreal.

It  is  ax 
follows: 

"At  the  Consurvatlve  caucus  this 
morning,  the  Premier  reviewed  hla  en- 
deavor for  the  formation  of  a  l.'nion 
Oovernment  and  emphasized  his  ear- 
nest purpose  In  that  endeavor.  He 
had  proposed  to  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  a 
coalition  government,  with  equal  repre- 
sentation of  both  parties  outside  of  the 
Prime  Minister.  That  offer  having 
been  refused,  he  made  It  known  that 
the  same  offef  was  open  to  that  section 
of  the  Liberal  party  which  supported 
compulsory  military  service  and  wa.i 
prepared  to  sustain  every  effort  for  the 
winning  of  the  war.  Negotiations  had 
subsequently  taken  place  with  pro- 
minent Liberals  in  the  East  as  well  as 
in  the  West,  as  well  latterly  he  had  an 
Interview  with  four  gentlemen  from 
Western  Canada,  of  whom  two  wore 
In  active  public  life  and  the  other  two 
were  prominently  connected  with  the 
agricultural  Interests  of  the  Prairie 
Provinces. 

Wasted  Ohasfe  la  teaderahlp 

i  'H'lxo  whole  situation  was  dlsousaed 
frankly  and  fully  with  these  gentle- 
men, and  no  divergence  on  questions 
of  pelley  or  of  administration  arose. 
They  returned  to  Winnipeg,  which  they 
reached  last  Thursdsy,  and  consulted 
with  their  frlenda.  after  which  throe 
of  them  and  another  prominent  Liberal 
dispatched  to  the  Prime  Minister  a 
message  by  telegraph.  In  that  mes- 
sage they  declared  that  they  favored 
a  national  Ck>vernmeAt  and  the  forma- 
tion of  a  war  council  of  six,  of  which 
Sir  Robert  should  be  one,  but  they 
thought  a  change  of  leadership  essen- 
tial. They  suggested  four  gentlemen, 
of  whom  Sir  George  Foster  was  the 
first  name  and  whose  name  he  now  put 
before  the  caucus.  The  senders  of  the 
message  all  were  willing  to  join  a 
Oovernment  under  such  leadership  and 
expected  atrong  eastern  colleagues. 

'The  Prime  Minister  then  expressed 
his  strong  conviction  that  this  messaKe 
was  not  Inspired  by  any  personal  an- 
tagonism to  himself  and  that  the 
gentlemen  who  sent  the  n^eaaoge  were 
peraonally  friendly  tn  hNm  and  per- 
fectly sincere.  The  queutlnn  of  form- 
ing a  union  government  based  upon 
such  support  of  all  elements  of  the 
population  prepare*  to  Join  In  an 
earneat  effort  to  win  the  war,  was 
above  all  peraonat  nr  party  considera- 
tions. He  stron«ly  emphasised  his 
conviction  that  any  question  ak  to  the 
personal  status  or  personal  fortunes  of 
any  Individual  was  utterly  inslgntflcant. 

Weald  SaiTa  la  Amy  Oayaelty 

"The  Prime  Minister  expressed  his 
abaolute  willingness  to  retire  altogether, 
or  to  serve  under  Air  George  Foater, 
If  the  reault  would  be  to  unite  all 
elements  of  the  population  and  have 
them  represented  ill  a  union  govern- 
ment. He  paid  a  warm  tribute  to  Sir 
George  Foster'a  splendid  ability,  wide 
experience  and  persottal  qualities,  and 
said  that  he  would  be  ready  and 
happy  to  serve  under  Sir  Oeorge  Foster, 
If  he  would  undertake  the  formation 
of  a  government.  He  dwelt  upon  the 
atrong  desire  of  the  bes{  elements  In 
both  political  parties  that  aueh  a 
government  ahould  be  formed.

"SJr  JIc»berlL  in  accepting  the  exprer- 
sion  of  confidence  of  his  colleagues  and 
followerfi,  Hpoke  with  deep  emotion  and 
greaf  feeling,  urging  on  all  an  apprecl- 
a,tion  of  the  necessity  for  service  and 
sacrifice  and  the  discharge  of  duty  to 
the  utmost.

connected  with  the  prooent  war.  Any 
oueatlon  whether  a  ehartty  la  a  war 
charity  ahall  bo  flnany  detnviined  by 
the  directing  Minister. 


ITAIilAN  HKADQTJARTBRa.  Aug.  58 
(via  Liondon.  Aug.  2»). — The  Austriahs 
are  flndln^r  It  almost  as  hard  to  let  go 
their  positions  on  the  eastern  slopes  ot 
Monte  Santo  as  to  hold  them.  As  thsy 
retreat  they  are  having  a  dreadful  time 
trying  to  protect  themselves  from  the 
heavy  losses  which  both  the  Italian 
artillery  and  Infantry  are  inflicting 
upon    them.  « 

The  nature  of  the  terrain  precludes 
the  deployment  of  large  bodies  of  In- 
fantry, so  that  the  attacks  have  to  be 
conducted  by  small  isolated  detach- 
ments. Meanwhile  an  endless  stream 
of  prisoners  is  flowing  to  the  rear  of 
the    battle    line. 

These  men  are  astounded  at  the 
forces  Italy  possesses.  'They  had  been 
told  she  was  so  near  the  end  of  her 
resources  that  she  was  on  the  verge  of 
going  to  pieces  and  that  a  mere  puah 
would  Bufllce  to  cause  the  collapse.

L<ONDON,  Aug.  2».  —  The  Italian 
forces  have  advanced  so  rapidly  against 
the  Auatrlans  that  heavy  artillery  has 
been  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  in- 
fantry. The  Balnsizsa  plateau  now  IP, 
virtually  the  centre  of  the  Ifconzo 
fighting.  Austrian  forces  were  re- 
ported to  be  preparing  for  a  stand 
there,  with  heavy  reinforcements  at 
hand  to  repel  a  further  advance  by 
Cadorna^    troops. 

In  this  contingency  the  ItaUan  war 
command  must  move  up  Its  artillery 
ov«r  the  rocky  heights  of  the  Monte 
Santu  chain  to  prepare  for  further 
Hblastlng  out  of  the  enemy. 

Fighting  stUl  is  continuing  on  a 
heavy  scale  south  of  BainslMa  as  the 
Italian  troops  drive  on  towards  Trieste.

WASHTNOTON.  Aug.  »•.— That  the 
fall  of  Trieste  before  the  Italian  ad- 
vance 1b  threatened  was  the  encourag- 
ing news  received  by  the  Italian 
embassy  last  night  in  its  daily  com- 
munication from  Rome  recounting  the 
results  of  the  successful  offensive  the 
Italian  army  Is  conducting.  The 
message  to  the  embassy  states  that 
news  despatches  from  Zurich  to  the 
Italian  newspaper.  The  Corrlere  d'lt- 
alla,  bring  confirmation  from  Austrian 
sources  that,  on  account  of  the  dangers 
threatening  Trieste,  the  civilian  popu- 
lation has  been  ordered  by  the  Aus- 
trian military  authorities  to  evacuate 
the  city.  The  message  asserted  that 
a  majority  of  the  civilians  had  already 
left  Trieste,  and  that  everything  of 
value  is  being  moved  from  the  city 
into  the  interior. 

"All  the  Austrian  newspapers  now  ad- 
mit that  the  Italian  offensive  is  of 
extiepllonal  Importance,"  says  the  com- 
munication. "They  speak  of  the  diffi- 
cult task  of  defense  and  do  not  appear 
to  be  confident  of  preventing  the 
Italians  from  attaining  Oeneral  Cador- 
na's  objective.  The  clear  sight  and 
superiority  of  the  Italian  command  are 
more  evident  dally.  Oeneral  Csdorna 
seems  In  these,  inspired  hours  to  re- 
incarnate the  might  and  valor  of  the 
ancient  Romans  leading  the  Latin 
legions  to  certain   victory. 

"The  enemy,  now  In  rout  on  the  high 
plateau  of  Balnslzza.  attacked  and 
pushed  back  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
Carso,  is  vacillating  under  the  con- 
tinuous assaults  and  is  trying  to 
escape,  leaving  behind  him  great 
quantities  of  foodstuffs,  guns  and  war 
materials   of   eve^y   description."

MONTREAL,  Aug.  29.— In  a  dispatch 
to  The  Gasette  from  Ottawa,  dealing 
with  the  Military  Service  Bill,  the  cor- 
respondent says: 

"The  clauses  providing  penalties  for 
those  inciting  people  to  resist  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Act  will  become  operative 
when  the  bill  is  assented  to  today.  These 
sections  do  not  prohibit  criticism  of  the 
principle  of  conscription.  They  do, 
however,  impose  severe  penalties  upon 
those  who  counsel  others  to  disobey  the 
provisions  of  the  MlliUry  Service  Act 
The  Act  provides  a  term  of  not  less 
than  ^one  or  more  than  Ave  years'  Im- 
prisonment for  those  who  advise  or  urge 
the  men  summoned  to  report  to  contra- 
vene the  act  or  its  regulations,  or  who 
wilfully  resist,  peuuade  or  Induce  any- 
one to  impede  the  operation  of  the  act. 
or  who,  for  the  purpose  of  impeding  the 
enforcement  of  the  act,  persuade  or  in- 
duce or  attempt  to  persuade  or  induce 
any  person  to  refrain  from  making  ap- 
plication for  a  certlfloate  of  exemptton." 

The  correspondent  also  aays  that  ap- 
plications have  been  received  by  the 
Minister  of  Justice  from  prominent  men 
in  all  parts  of  Quebec  and  the  other 
Provinces  of  the  Dominion  expressing 
their  willingness  to  serve  on  the  local 
tribunals  or  to  assist  in  any  other  way 
to  make  the  application  of  the  act  a 
auceeea. 


IN  LENS  HELD 


Wounded  Canadians  Who 
Were  in  Severe  Actions  at 
French  Coal  City  Arriving 
at  London  Hospitals. 


MONTREAL,  Aug.  29.— The  Gazette's 
correspondent  at  London  cables  that 
wounded  Canadian  officers  who  were  in 
the  severe  fighting  around  Lens  and  ths 
capture  qf  HJU  70  on  August  15  are  now 
reaching  London  hospitals.  Those  who 
bad  been  in  previous  big  actions  agree, 
the  correspondent  says,  with  the  state- 
ment that  the  Cani^lan  artiUery  did 
magnificent  work,  and  they  praise  the 
undaunted  manner  In  which  the  infantry 
advanced  almost  in  the  folds  of  a  bar- 
rage curtain.  Kvery  man  knew  his  ob- 
jective clearly,  and  there  was  no  waver- 
ing. The  chief  difficulty  lay  with  the 
machine  guns,  but  the  enemy  did  not 
spring  so  many  surprises  in  this  respect 
as  at  Vimy  Ridge,  as  Lens  Is  a  big 
mining  town,  whose  streets  stretch  out 
in  a  long,  irregular  fashion.

CBICAOO,  Aug.  29.  —  Ooorge  P.

TORONTO,  Aug.  29.— At  the  directors 
luncheon  at  the  National  Kxhlbitlon, 
yesterday.  Food  Controller  Hanna  made 
some  Important  statements  on  the  food 
altuation. 

Cold  storage,  he  said,  was  essential 
to  the  proper  distribution  of  commodi- 
ties, when  proverly  administered  and 
organized,  and  he  added: 

"The  day  may  come  when  these  insti- 
tutions will  be  listed  among  the  great 
public  utilities,  and  will  be  built  ano 
operated  as  BU<ni." 

Regarding  the  price  of  bread,  he  said 
that  they  had  not  fixed  the  price  of  the 
loaf  of  bread  because  the  Investigation 
which  had  been  conducted  at  Ottawa 
during  the  last  six  or  eight  months  had 
shown  tliat  in  the  larger  cities  and 
towns  the  price  of  bread  is  not  out  ot 
proportion  to  the  price  of  flour.  How- 
ever, he  hoped  that  with  the  utmost  co- 
operation with  the  food  controller  at. 
A'nshington,  It  would  result  In  a  fair 
regulation  of  the  price  of  wheat,  flour, 
and  bread. 

The  question  had  been  rtiised  of  the 
advisability  of  insisting  on  whole  wheat 
flour.  They  had  had  a  meeting  at  Ot- 
tawa, at  which  the  millers  and  the  grain 
commissioners  were  present,  and  the 
conclusion  come  to  was  that  it  would 
be  a  wholly  unnecessary  sacrifice  were 
Canada  to  lower  the  high  standard  of 
her  flour  output  and  lose  the  reputation 
v-hich  her  flour  has  made  in  the  mar- 
kets of  the  world. 

The  killing  of  veals  and  lambs  had 
also  been  strongly  opposed  in  certain 
quarters.  There  were  two  sides  to  th» 
question.  They  bad  therefore  appointed 
«  committee  of  representative  men  to 
deal    with    the   Canadian    interests. 

As  to  the  prices  of  meat,  cheaper  meat 
after  September  In  England  had  been 
rromlaed  by  Lord  Rhondda.  It  was  ex- 
pected that  beef  would  ae  I2c  a  pound 
cheaper  before  Christmas.  "This  ac- 
tion on  the  part  of  Lord  Rhondda,"  he 
added,  "very  largely  settles  the  price  of 
these  commodities  in  Canada  ard  the 
United  SUtes."

)>ay,  waa  «n«  of  the  moat  popular  Ooy- 
ernor-aanarala  who  evar  held  oAoo-  io 
tha  Dominion.  What  Canadians  ad- 
mired about  him  moat  waa  hl»  e«?en- 
tlally  broad-minded,  democratic  aplrlt. 
the  keen  and  contlnuoua  intereat  he  took 
In  all  our  afTalra,  the  manner  In  which 
he  labored  to  promote  the  country'a 
proaperlty  atid  tha  high,  Imperial  Idaala 
of  which  he  waa  euch  an  able  exponent. 
Of  hie  .democratic  tendenclea  a  story 
la  tfi}A  that  when  reminded  ot  his  high 
connections  he  protested  with  theaa 
worda:  "I  Hhe  a  roan  who  makes  his 
own  anceatry.  A  man  who  endeavora 
to  eUlro  any  regard  or  esteem  for  hlm- 


grandeur  of  his  outlook  was  aumflaad  up 
In  tboae  word*.  Mis  motto  wa«  aer- 
vlce.  Dttrmg  hla  Mvatt  y«MW  •<  «Ao* 
be  took  a  keen.  perMmal  latereat  In

the  UU  Earl  Oray,  for  ke  »o<ik  a  plaaa- 
ure  In  paying  attentlona  to  wrttera.  no 
matter  how  obscure  they  mlglit  be. 
Ha  waa  tb«  same  lo  hla  raUtlona  to 
every  elaaa  of  the  community.  Our  In- 
Ureata  were  hla  while  he  was  ameag 
mi  abd  up  to  tha'time  of  hla  <l«atb  ke 
waa  a  close  friend,  en  ardent  admlrar 
and  »  true  citlsen  of  Canada.  Parkape 
the  Mat  tribute  to  bis  apleadld  eare^ 
la  found  In  that  which  he  paid  hlnaalf 
to  another  great  "Bnglloh  publle  servant 
tm  thaae  words:  "Ha  waa  Impetuooe  and 
untiring  In  pursuit  of  hla  country'a 
good:  he  always  acted  M  he  felt  to  be 
right  without  regard  to  euatont  and 
without  fear  of  oonsequenee;  his  con- 
stant prayer  waa  that  the  blessing  of 
Ood  might  rest  upon  his  endeavorp  to 
serve  hla  country  faithfully." 


The  Western  War  Liberals,  who  have 
decided  to  break  away  from  the  leader- 
ship ot  Sir  Wilfrid  LiatiVier  in  the  com- 
ing election,  have  intimated  to  Bir  Rob- 
ert Borden  that  they  are  wiUing  to 
support  a  Union  Oovarnment  of  which 
he  la  e  member  but  not  the  leader. 
This  decision  was  communicated  to  a 
caucus  of  the  Coneervatlve  party  held 
In  OtUwa  yesterday.  Among  the  names 
jnentiotaed  for  leadership,  that  wqiiM 
be  acceptable  to  the  Western  War  lib- 
erals, that  of  Blr  George  Foster  stood 
llrst.     The  Prime  Ulnlster  offered  to  re-

anceatry   Is   a   man    I   do   not    want    to 


make  a  friend  of."  Before  the  late  Earl 
Grey  left  Canada  iJe  was  one  of  the 
best  Canadians  of  us  all  for  he  was 
recognised  as  a  friend,  a  counsellor  and 
an  Imperiil  atateaman  of  whom  every- 
one was  justifiably  proud. 

Earl     Orey     was     a     cltUen     of     the 
EmplA     in     Its     broadest    term.      Few 
have     been    greater    exponents    of    the 
wider    sUtesmanBhlp,    and    if    we    say 
that     his     example,     his     precepts     and 
princlplaa      have     had     a     good     deal 
of    potency    In    making    us    think,   im- 
perially we  do  not  believe  that  we  over- 
estimate  the  influence  he  exerted.  ..He 
displayed  a  winsomeness  and  blithesome 
Joy   In  office,  coupled   with  a  nexlblllty 
of  Imagination,   which   kept  continually 
adding    to    his    popularity.      The   charm 
of  his  manner  captivated  whatever  cen- 
tre of  populatlort  he  visited.     He  would 
tell    Victorians    of    the    beauty    of   their 
icenery  and  climate;   the  people  of  Kd- 
monton  he  complimented  on  their  happXr- 
handsome     appearance.      In    the    Winni- 
peg ohurchea   he   found    moral   eameet- 
neaa    and    taste    ajid    culture     and     ex- 
oressed    the   hope   that   the   city    would 
,  one  day   be  a  centre  of  music,  art  and 
literature.     In   Hamilton  h^   took  occa- 
sion    to    congratulgte    the    people    on 
Ihelr     citlsen.    William    Sherrlng.    "tha 
iwlft   athlete   of   Marathon."      St    John 
he  spoke  of  as  the  most  likely  abiding 
place  of  the  soul  of  Canada,  while  Hali- 
fax  he  considered    gave   a   lead    to   the 
world    In    toleratlont    and   the    Maritime 
Provtncei*    generally  >were   described   as 
centres  of  culture,   po*er  and  clvlllta- 
tlon.      He  was    candid,    too,  about   the 
faults  of  the  people  and   he  wiis  liked 
nq|ie  tHe  less  for  this.    On  one  occasion 
when    at    St.    John    he    reproached     "a 
fierce  party  aplrlt  bent  on  the  uniicrnp- 
'    ulcus  attainment  of  Ita  own  aggrandlse- 
ment.   and   In   Its   selfish   purauit.   blind 
and  deaf  to  the  higher  Intereats  of  the 
State."      He    aino    told    tha    fishing    In- 
terests   there   that    tjitfy   dthd   net   knc^w 
how  to  cure  herrianpi.     In  Winnipeg  he 
oautlonetf  thone  who  Mek, position  with 
no   idea   of   serving   any   other   interest 
than  their  own  and  instead  of  guardians 
"become     vamplrea     upon     the      people 
whose  trust  they  have  betrayed." 

Earl  Grey'a  dlplomaey  was  ef  the 
highest  order  and  it  was  a  natural  gift 
with  him  not  to  offend  racial  auscep- 
tlbllltles.  It  will  be  recalled  that  In 
Quebec  in  1005  he  unveiled  a  monument 
to  those  who  fell  in  South  Africa  and 
when  In  the  course  of  hla  spemch  he 
mentioned  Nelson's  victory  over  Na- 
poleon he  pointed  out  that  the  struggle 
waa  not  tie{,ween  the  English  and 
French,  "but  between  the  princlpiee^  of 
liberty,  of  freedom  and  of  self-govern- 
ment, as  opposed  to  those  of  deapolism, 
rollHerIsm  and  cen(|allaed  tyranny." 
The  nobility  of  hla  character  la  well 
Itluatrated  by  a  political  principle  he 
enunciated  In  tha  course  of  a  apeeeh  at 
Toronto,  when  he  said:  "If  it  was  the 
mlaaion  of  the  last  century  to  eatabllsh 
the  principle  of  individual  righta.  It  la 
the  mls^n  of  the  present  century  to 
teach  the  lesson  of  Individual  duty,  and 
the  aubeMlnatlon  of  peraonal  advantage 
for  the  mora  oommandlng  Interests  of 
the  pubUe  good."  It  was  hla  motto 
throughout  Ufa  to  es^em  honor  above 
aueceaa  and  upon  the  many  occasions 
when  It  waa  the  privilege  of  our  school 
children  to  hear  him  spaak  he  urged 
upon  them  a  "passionate  love  of  fair 
play  nttd  e  fearlaaa  determination  to  ex- 
l^bae  and  pnolsh  everything  that  Is  dis- 
ItoneraMe  and   mam." 

It  waa  small  wonder  that  under  thaae 
clroumatanoea  h»  created  among  the 
people  *  feelinc  of  Imperial  raaponalMl- 
Ity.  Ha  explained  Ills  own  aentlment  in 
thia  renird  in  bla  hiatorlcal  words  at 
Wlnnl»«|  la  1H».  "It  la."  be  a«ld.  "be- 
cause I  regard  the  Brttteh  Empire  as 
the  moat  potent  loatmnant  that  haa 
aver  ksen  faahloned  for  apraadlng  the 
bleaalngg  of  equal  righta,  of  municipal 
Juatlce^  of  Chrl^lan  aerrice.  and  tme 
chivalry,  that  I  ra«ar«  It  na  the  i^witeat 
prlvllec«k  allowed  to  any  man,  to  pro- 
claim himaelf  a  ftatlsh  clUsan,  and  te 
have  tlM  yewer^ef  p>«eln«  hla  aarvlcee 
at  u,i  tUfiTT  eff  hto  KIMC  wke  U  Ilia 


the  latter  refused  to  accept  the  leader 
ship  on  the  grounds  he  was  not  pre- 
pared, and  because  he"  oonsldered  that 
Sir  Robert  Borden  was  essential  as 
J*rlme  Minister  to  prosecute  the  war  to 
the  utmost  All  those  who  were  pres- 
ent, Including  Conservative  members  of 
Parliament  and  Senators,  endorsed  this 
view,  pledging  themselves  to  continue 
their  loyal  support  of  the  present  Prime 
Minister  and  to  co-operate  with  him  In 
his  efforts  to  form  a  Union' Government 
favorable  to  a  vigorous  war  policy. 

Thus  the  Conservative  party  is  a  unit 
In  supporting  the  leadership  of  ^the  pres- 
ent Prime  Minister  and  also  Is  a  unit  in 
the   desire   for   the    formation    of    the 
strongest     possible      Government,     irre- 
spective  of   party.     The    next   develop- 
ment in  the  political  situation  lies  with 
the  War  Liberals,  whose  attitude,  in  ob- 
jecting to  the  leadership  of  Sir'' Robert 
Borden,  Is  difficult  to  understand.    He  Is 
the   one   outstanding   figure   In   the    Do- 
minion In  tha  war  efforts  We  have  put 
forth,    and    It    Is    not    easy    to    Imagine 
anyone  who.  In  this  crisis,  would  com- 
mand greater  public  support  or  Inspire 
more    complete  "confidence.        There    Is 
nothing  derogatory  to   Sir  George   Fos- 
ter In  this  statement. 

The  difficulty  created  by  the  attitude 
of  the  Western  War  Liberals  should 
not  be  an  Insurmountable  one  for  now 
that  they  realise  Sir  Robert  Borden 
commands  the  united  support  of  the 
Conservatives  they  should  see  their  way 
clear  to  revise  their  views.  It  is  in- 
conceivable that  their  denlre  to  deprive 
the  present  Prime  Minister  of  the  lead- 

a 

ershlp  Is  greater  than  their  wish  to 
support  our  noldlers  in  the  trenches.  Sir 
Robert  Borden  evljoys  the  complete  con- 
fidence of  the  British  authorltien  with 
whom  he  has  consulted  upon  all  occa- 
sions about  Canada's  part  tn  tWs  war. 
He  has  sat  as  a  member  of  the  Imperial 
War  Cabinet  and  la  better  versed  than 
anyone  In  tha  Dominion  about  the  meas- 
ure of  the  help  we  should  give.  As  far 
an.  the  Conservatives  are  concerned  he 
Is  the  logical  leader  In  the  fountry.  This 
feeling  Is  entertained,  not  only  among 
the  members  of  Parliament,  but  also 
throughout  the  Dominion  by  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  party.  It  does  not  seem 
Just  that  the  Western  War  Liberals 
should  dictate  who  la  to  be  leader  of 
a  Union^^overnment.  when  those  Lib- 
erals only  represent  a  email  element 
of  their  party  in  tire  country.  Tii  face 
of  the  fact  that  the  Copservatlves  are 
unanimous  in  the  belief  that  ||lr  Rob- 
ert Borden  Is  to  he  leader  the  logical 
thing  for  the  War  Liberals  to  do  is 
to  accept  this  decision  and  Join  in  tha 
fojfnation  of  a  Union  Government  so  as 
to  promote  unity. 

It  might  be  pointed  out  that  the  life 
of  a  coalition  government  of  the  kind 
propoaed  depends  on  its  inherent 
strength,  and  not  upon  a  party  fellew- 
Ing  In  the  House.  A,  Government,  com- 
posed of  the  best  elentents  of  both  par* 
ties.

Mr.  H.  C.  Hoyle'a  denunciation  of  the 
organization  known  as  the  Industrial 
Workers  of  the  World  in  his  address 
before  the  Canadian  Club  yesterday  was 
richly  deserved,  and  he  speaka  with  au- 
thority, for  he  knows  of  the  machina- 
tions of  that  body  of  men  in  Australia. 
Their  mission  seefns  to  be  to  aid  the 
cause  of  Germany  wherever  they  oper- 
ate. Mr.  Hoyle  said  they  commenced 
their  work  where  the  German  agent  left 
off — by  outrageous  demands,  th^  preaeli- 
Ing  of  the  doctrine  of  disloyalty,  the 
antl-a'ar  programme  and  the  secret 
meeting.  In  Australia  they  even  went 
to  the  length  of  passing  counterfeit 
five-pound  notes,  an  enterprise  which  led 
to  their  arrest.  Theae  International 
Socialists,  as  they  are  sometimes  called, 
acknowledge  no  country.  Economto 
Anarchists  would, be  a  better  title  by 
which  to  describe  them.

The  note  of  passion  la  missing  In 
moHt  of  the  voices  which  speak  of  re- 
ligion today.  The  preacher,  like  the 
political  speaker,  fears  to  let  himself 
go;  he  respects  sobriety  and  restraint: 
he  Is  master  of  himself,  and  la  not  car- 
ried along  by  a  force  which  has  cap- 
tured him  and  will  not  let  htm  go; 
there  Is  little  of  the  daemonic  In  the 
preaching  of  today.  There  is  no  mis- 
taking the  note  of  passion:  It  can  be 
neither  simulated  nor  silenced.  But 
without  It  the  fullness  of  the  Christian 
Faith  can  never  be  expreaaed;  when  the 
time  is  come  for  nome  fresh  outburat  of 
life  the  note  will  be  detected  again. 
Men  will  speak  once  more  with  the 
abandonment  and  inspiration  and  pas- 
Klon  which  glow  forever  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures. 

There  are  parallels  In  all  creative 
work  to  thla^  experience  of  the  soul. 
No  great  wnter  Is  without  moments 
when  he  Is  led  In  glorious  captivity  by 
his  theme.  Then  the  material,  slowly 
and  often  tediously  leathered,  takes  fire. 
The  pen  cannot  keep  pace  with  the  tor- 
rent of  thought  Such  momenta  may 
recur  only  after  long  Intervala;  no 
artist  could  live  under  the  continuous 
pressure  of  that  hand  which  Is  laid  upon 
him.  But  at  times  another  "girds  him 
and  leads  him.  And  he  Is  spent  after 
it  la  over.  Inspiration  is  never  sheer 
Joy:   it  la  joy  mingled   with  agony. 

Since  religion  la  of  all  concerns  the 
inclusive  and  all-Important,  It  would 
be  utranite  If  these  were  only  cold  and 
restrained  Mpeech  en  the  lips  of  pro- 
I)heti«  and  seers.  There  is  indeed  room 
for  such  sobriety;  It  la  found  in  the 
Book  of  Proverba  and  in  the  Eplatte  of 
Jamea:  but  there  la  another  note  in  the 
Holy  Scrlpturea.  the  netfc  of  a  burning 
Inapiratlon:  who  can  miss  It  In  laaiah? 
The  propheta  of  laracl  were  not  forever 
speaking  upon  religion;  but  when  they 
came  out  of  the  silence  there  waa  al- 
ways the  daemonic  element  waiting  to 
blaae  out.  It  could  net  bt  allenced; 
what  could  men  do  with  propheta  who 
cried,  "Thus  aalth  the  Lord?"  They 
were  ao  manifestly  pot  their  own  mas- 
ters; sometimes  thrjr  would  have  fled 
from  their  Uak.  but  they  could  not, 
Hia  word  waa  in  them  like  a  consuming 
fire.  /

WAR  WITH  FRANCE 
POUCY  OF  GERMANY 


Oeath  of  Prince  Radolin,  For- 
mer Ambassador  to  France, 
Recalls  Efforts  to  Keep  Na- 
tions Amicable. 


Prtno*  RadoUn,  who  from  1901  until 
'1910  was  Oarman  Ambassador  in  Paria, 
dlag  on  Sunday  at  Jarotachln  Caatle, 
Prussian  Poland.  It  Is  believed  that 
th«  German  Government  placed  him  un> 
der  some  sort  of  police  control  at  an 
early  stage  of  the  war.  At  any  rate,  ho 
was  unable  to  follow  the  example  of 
hie  brother-in-law.  Count  Oppersdorff, 
whe  Is  believed  to  have  demonstrated 
the  purity  of  his  sentiments  by  belong- 
ing to  a  War  Office  committee  to  deal 
with  air  raids  on  England. 

The  Kosxutskis,  an  old  Pollah  family, 
were  made  Counta  Radolln-RadollnakI 
by  Frederick  William  III.  in  181«. 
Prince,  then  Count.  Radolin  was  born 
In  1941.  He  held  some  minor  posts  In 
the  Prussian  diplomatic  service,  and  in 
19M  married.  In  London,  the  daughter 
Of  Col.  Alfred  Wakefield.  He  was  a 
close  friend  of  the  Emperor  and  Km- 
preas  Frederick,  and  consequently  was, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  disliked  and  mis- 
trusted by  Bismarck.  In  1994  he  left 
the  diplomatic  service  to  become  Court 
Marshal  to  the  Kmperor  Frederick,  then 
Crown  Prince.  There  is  a  remarkable 
letter  In  which  Bismarck,  at  the  end 
et  liST.  forwarded  to  the  Rmperor  Wil- 
liam I,  a  proposal  from  the  Crown 
PrlMiDe  to  give  Count  RadollnskI  the 
title  of  Rxcellenry.  Bismarck  wrote. 
In  eharacterivtically  spiteful  phrases: 

"I  beg  respectfully  to  recommend  this 
proposal  of  the  Crown  Prince.  In  the 
flrsi  place  because  granting  it  would 
have  a  fsvorable,  and  refusing  It  an 
tfitfavorable.  effect  upon  the  sentiments 
and  health  of  H.I.H.:  and  the^.  further- 
more, beeaiise  Count  RadollnskI  is 
worthy  of  such  a  distinction.  With  a 
lerge  fortune  and  very  considerable 
private  Interests,  he  has  given  up  an 
eany  position  in  the  diplomatic  service, 
and,  solely  In  obedience  to  Tour  Majes- 
ty's wishes,  has  willingly  undertaken 
his  present  duties,  which,  often  very 
onerous,  are  rendered  specially  difficult 
by  the  rivalries  to  wMA  they  expose 
him;  and  It  ts  desirable  that  a  nobleman 
of  His  prestige  and  uprightneas  should 
continue  to  discharge  them.  Moreover, 
he  Is  one  of  the  few  Pollah  noblemen 
whe.  Ute  the  dee  eased  Count  Raeslnekl. 
may  be  felted  upon  with  perfect  safety 
by  Tour  Majesty  and  the  Prussian 
State,  and  In  ny  optnlen  this  attribute 
aloae  deserree  to  be  recognised  by  a 
dtstteetlan.

cession,  made  Count  Radolin  a  Prlnosw 
and  renewed  his  appointment  as  Court 
Marshal.  The  hostility  of  Bismarck 
served  Radolin  well  with  the  Bmperor 
WillUm  IL  In  1999  he  was  made  Am- 
bassador In  Constantinople:  In  199S  Am- 
basaador  In  Petrograd,  where  he  had  a 
lively  and  somewhat  chequered  career; 
and  in  1901  he  was  transferred  to  Paris. 
For  the  next  nine  years  Prince  Radolin 
occupied  a  st>eclal  position  in  the  dip- 
lomatic world,  where  he  and  his  sec- 
ond wife,  beuntess  Opporsdorf,  a  nlec4 
of  Prince  Tallyrand,  were  very  popular, 
and  entertained  largely  both  representa- 
tives of  the  modern  Republican  regime 
and  the  survivors  of  the  old  noblesse, 
prince  Radolin  had  gone  to  Paris  In 
the  deliberate  hope  of  producing  a  j>er- 
manent  improvement  in  Franco-Oerman 
relations,  and  that  continued  to  be  his 
aim  throughout,  although  his  ofBcial 
duty  was  to  represent  the  policy  of 
Berlin  In  the  series  of  European  crises 
concerning  Morocco.  It  would  be  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  Prince  Rado- 
lln's  methods  were  always  above  suspi- 
cion, and  his  part  In  various  intrigues, 
which  were  inspired  more  by  flnancw 
than  by  diplomacy.  Is  not  well  known. 
But  he  desired  peace,  and  was  much 
satisfied  by  the  conclusion  of  thft 
Franco-German    Agreement    of    1909. 

In  the  Summer  of  1910,  Prince  Rad- 
olin was  abruptly  diamissed  with  an 
announcement  that  he  desired  to  return 
to  Posen  to  take  charge  of  his  estateii! 
He  held  at  that  time  the  personal 
promise  of  the  Kaiser  that  he  should 
not  be  removed  from  his  post  without 
consultation;  but  unfortunately  he  took 
the  risk  of  not  attending  Kiel  Regatta, 
end  his  rivals  and  enemies  obtained  the 
Emperor's  consent  to  his  dismissal  and 
to  the  appointment  of  Baron  Schoen 
to  Paria  Herr  von  KIderlen-Waohter 
became  Foreign  Secretary,  and  In  1911 
came   the  Agadir  crisis. 

At  the  beginning  of  1919  I  met  Prince 
Radolin  in  Berlin,  and  he  talked  to  me 
at  some  length  about  recent  events  and 
about  German  policy  towards  France. 
I  asked  him  whether  he  still  regretted 
his  dismissal.  "No,"  he  said:  "I  am 
now  only  glad  to  be  free  from  that 
terrible  task.  The  people  here  are  try- 
ing to  provoke  France  to  make  war — an) 
perhaps  they  will  succeed."  Xobody 
knew  the  truth  better  than  he  did.  HU 
statement  actually  represented  the 
policy  of  Berlin  in  the  years  Immedi- 
ately preceding  the  war,  and.  although 
Ml  Bismarck  said  In  1997.  his  loyalty 
could  have  been  relied  upon,  the  Oer- 
ir^ns  preferred  to  persecute  this  dts- 
tingulshed  German  statesman  rather 
than  take  any  rleka.~L«ndon  Times.

ROMK,  Aug.  29. — Italian  merchant 
marine  losses  for  the  week  ending  Aug. 
26  comprised  one  large  steamer,  two 
small  steamers  and  two  small  sailing 
vessels.  One  steamer  was  unsuccess- 
fully attacked.  Five  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  vessels  of  all  nationalities  and  of 
a  tonnage  of  388,566  arrived,  and  667 
vessels  of  a  tonnage  of  363,765  left 
Italian  ports. 


LONDON,  Aug.  29.— The  birth  of  an 
attempt  to  establish  a  new  political 
party  in  Great  Britain  waa  announced 
today  in  a  long  manifesto  alvned  by 
twenty-seven  Peers.  memt»ers  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  others  who

The  new  party's  aim.  Judged  by  the 
manifesto,  is  to  speed  up  the  war  and 
promote  good  administration  and  good 
social   conditions. 

The  newBpa|>erM,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Tory  Morning  Poet,  do  nut  give 
prominence  to  the  manifesto.  Some  of 
the  newspapers  do  not  even  print  it.

After  more  than  two  hours  of  con- 
centrated pruning,  the  aldermen  last 
evening  rlirped  off  all  the  unnecessary 
frills  from  the  delinquent  tax  solution 
proposals  submitted  two  months  ago  by 
Mayor  Todd.  They  used  the  knife  on 
the  scheme  with  the  sole  Idea  of  making 
it  more  simple  and  rendering  it  an  in- 
strument for  the  protection  of  the  city 
in  the  matter  of  taxes  and  the  allevia- 
tion of  a  small  part  of  the  burdens  of 
accumulated  taxes  now  placed  on  the 
shoulders  of  property  owners.  The 
committee  will  meet  again  in  the  near 
future. 

The  main  features  of  the  scheme  re- 
main. Provision  is  made  for  a  tax 
■ale  during  the  latter  half  of  1918  of 
properties  delinquent  up  to  the  end  of 
1913,  and  a  tax  sale  annually  after  1918. 
Property  owners  delinquent  are  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  city  to  pay 
the  taxes  for  the  current  year  and  taxes 
for'  each  year  thereafter  In  return  for 
which  the  city  will  give  the  property 
owner  ten  years  to  meet  the  accumu- 
lated back  taxes. 

There  was  discussion  as  to  the  In- 
terest the  city  should  charge  the  pro- 
perty owner  on  his  delinquencies.  The 
city  borrows  its  money  at  6  per  cent, 
and  the  proposal  of  the  Mayor  was  that 
delinquents  should  pay  7  per  cent.  It 
was  pointed  out,  however,  that  inter- 
est on  unpaid  taxes  is  now  t  psr  cent. 

Alderman  Sargent  favored  a  low  in- 
terest rate,  reminding  the  aldermen  that 
the  aim  of  the  whole  scheme  is  to  as- 
sist the  man  who  is  "up  against  It." 
'Alderman  Fullerton  said  the  city  should 
guard  against  taking  advantage  of  the 
misfortunes  of  anyone. 

Alderman  Andros  ssid  the  interest 
rate  should  be  high  enough  to  Induce 
persons  to  pay  taxes  Instead  of  let- 
ting them  run  on  at  cheap  interest.  He 
said  that  in  any  case  the  city  has  only 
the  man's  property  as  Its  collateral 
against  tax  charges.  Just  as  in  the 
case  of  unpaid  taxes  now  and  there 
would  be  no  reason  why  the  owner 
should  not  pay  the  same  Interest. 

The  Interest  rate  has  l>een  tentatively 
left  at  7  per  cent. 

Bettagneait  renoaaUy  blaUe 

Amendments  were  made  to  the  pro- 
posal so  that  If  the  property  owner  fails 
to  carry  out  his  agreement,  the  land 
will  automatically  be  put  up  at  the  next 
tax  sale,  and  if  not  enough  is  offered  to 
cover  the  charges  against  It,  it  will  re- 
vert to  the  city  without  any  encum- 
brances. 

The  clause  freeing  the  property  owner 
from  personal  liability  for  charges  on 
the  property  beyond  the  property  Itself, 
was  removed.  This  means  that  the  al- 
leviating agreement  really  has  the  legal 
status  of  a  promissory  note  on  which  a 
DMA  can  be  sued.  The  clause  was 
struck  out  when  Alderman  And-oe  and 
others  pointed  out  that  under  .t  a  pro- 
perty owner  could  refuse  to  pay  up  nu 
properties  that  were  not  worth  anything 
to  him  and  let  the  city  have  them, 
while  he  would  retain  the  profitable 
holdlnga 

At  Alderman  Sargent's  suggestion 
the  requirement  for  the  registration  of 
the  alleviating  agreement  agalnut  the 
property  with  tbe  County  Registrar,  was 
removed.  He  said  the  agreement  was 
perfectly  simple,  binding  .^ly  un  two 
partlea.  If  tbe  owner  makes  defaaU  the 
property  reverta  back  to  its  former 
state  wil^hout  further  legal  •nterfer^nce 
or  negotiation.  Under  the  rhange  the 
property  owner  will  not  have  to  po^  the 
919  registry  feMi  and  the  city  will  hare 
had  the  benellt  of  one  year's  taken  If  he 
falls  down  at  the  end  of  the  flrst  year 
•nder   the  alleviating  agreement.

Alderman  Cameron,  at  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  City  Council  last  night, 
brought  forward  his  revised  proposals 
for  solving  the  problem  the  city  and 
certain  property  owners  are  facing 
through  excessive  charges  for  local  im- 
provements and  expropriations  on 
streets  such  hh  Douglas,  Pandora, 
Henrj",  Penderftast,  Shclbourne  and  the 
Gorge  Road.  There  are  streets  l)e- 
sides  these  which  have  not  yet  been  as- 
sessed. 

The  alderman  proposes  that  a  board 
of  three  asseSHors  appointed  by_  the 
Provincial  Government  should  consider 
all  charges  made  on  each  lot  under 
local  improvement  by-laws  to  determine 
what  should  be  a  fair  and  just  charge 
for  the  work.  The  city  would  assume 
and  pay  out  of  general  revenue  the  bal- 
ances between  the  amounts  originally 
assessed  against  the  owners  and  the 
amounts  fixed  by  the  assessors.  Own- 
ers would  get  the  h^neflt  of  reductions 
in   what   they   have   already   paid. 

Alderman  Cameron  declared  that  the 
•erious  part  of  the  tax  deliquency  prob- 
lem is  concerned  with  local  improve- 
ment and  expropriation  assessments. 
In  his  scheme  he  Is  aiming  to  relieve 
owners  of  pro|>erty  affected  in  this 
way,  so  that  they  will  t>e  satisfied  that 
their  property  is  worth  paying  taxes  on. 
"The  whole  situation  comes  to  this," 
he  saM.  "If  property  is  worth, pay  Ing 
taxes  on.  some  one  will  pay  those  tixes 
and  if  It  is  not  worth  paying  taxes  on 
it  will  he  allowed  to  pass  Into  the 
hands  of  the  city."  The  difficult  part 
of  the  Jub  will  be  to  find  out  how  much 
of  the  charges  should  be  assunned  by 
the  owners  and  how  much  by  the  city." 
Mzpropvtatlon  Payments  msavpeor 
The  proposal  Included  the  extension  of 
the  term  of  the  ten-year  by-laws  '-o 
twenty  years.  Under  this  the  city, 
that  now  has  covenanted  to  pay  back  in 
ten  years  the  money  borrowed,  would 
have  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
providing   for   the  extension. 

Alderman  Andros  asked  why  It  nhould 
t)e  thought  necessary  to  extend  tie 
assessment  period  if  the  aswesMment"* 
against  the   property   were   rT)ade  just. 

Some  of  the  aldermen  declared  t'lat 
It  would  be  a  mistake  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  to  assess  the  Im- 
provements and  expropriations,  as  such 
a  board  would  cost  nearly  three  times 
as  much  as  a  one-man  board  and  would 
take  much  longer.  In  the  end  the  re- 
sult would  be  no  more  satisfactory,  de- 
spite the  extra  expense.  Some  of  the 
aldermen  favored  an  outalde  expert, 
while  others  thought  a  local  man  famU 
liar  with  conditions  here  should  be 
appointed. 

The  question  of  what  has  become  of 
money  paid  for  expropriations  to  pro- 
perty owners  who  are  now  delinquents 
It  was  said  that  the  exi>erienoe  of  the 
city  is  that  the  average  man  who  re- 
ceived a  large  expropriation  award  took 
the  city's  money  and  then  repudiated 
his   debt   to   the   city. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  if  persons 
had  Invested  at  9  per  cent  money  re- 
ceived through  their  expropriation 
awards  they  would  have  been  able  to 
have  paid  off  all  their  assessments 
charges  out  of  the  anual  Interest. 

"A  good  many  of  these  men  who  got 
back  sums  of  money  for  expropriations," 
Maid  Alderman  Sargent,  "have  been  wise 
enough  to  get  away." 
4^  "With  the  money,"  added  Alderman 
Andros.

WOMEN  DO  FINE  WORK 


Members  of  Fair  Sex  Who  Re- 
sponded to  Call  of  Fruit 
Growers  Save  Situation, 
Deputy  Minister  Says. 


Reporta  which  have  raachad  tha  De- 
partment of  Afrlcultura  indicate  the 
valuable  work  which  the  women  and 
kirla,  who  responded  to  tha  call  for 
help  In  the  harveat  fields  of  the  Prov- 
ince, ara  doing.  The  excellent  resulte 
achieved  from  the  labor  of  the  women 
tn  the  fruit  ptcklnc  work  at  Oordo.-i 
Head  recently  Is  being  duplicated  id  the 
Okanagan  section,  to  which  nearly  3,000 
of  the  fair  sex  went  after  helping  out 
the  growers  In   the  Coast  sections 

Mr.  W.  K,  Scott,  Deputy  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  states  that  the  reports  he 
hnd  received  show  the  wonderful 
btamlna  of  the  women,  who  worked 
throughout  the  intense  heat  recently 
experienced  In  the  Interior,  and  not  one 
bad   to  cense  work. 

"Our  women  and  girls  ara  saving  the 
situation,"  he  declared  In  referring  to 
the  serious  predicament  the  growers 
would  have  experienced  had  not  the 
tair  aex  responded  to  the  call.

Mr.  Scott  stated  also  that  the  apple 
growera  will  not  be  seriously  affected 
by  the  embargo  which  early  in  tha 
year  was  placed  by  Oraat  Britain  upon 
the  Importation  of  apples.  At  first  II 
was  thought  that  In  view  of  the  In- 
creased crop  looked  for  In  British  Co- 
lumbia and  the  throwing  upon  the 
Pralrif  market  of  the  export  surplus  of 
the  crops  of  other  Trovlncea  In  Canada 
as  well  aa  that  of  tha  United  Stataa, 
the  apple  nutrket  open  to  the  Brltlah 
Columbia  product  would  be  utterly  do- 
morallsed.  The  fact  la.  It  has  developed 
that  prices  throughout  the  rrevince  dre 
bcjding  up  extremely  well.  Buyers  are 
KClng  through  the  Province  paying  good 
prlcaa  for  thIa  year'a  crop.

"Britain  Is  going  to  win  the  war.  A 
great  deal  depends  on  France  and  the 
other  nations  involved,  but  the  struggle 
will  be  decided  by  Britain,  just  as  she 
aattled  the  Ruropean  War  of  a  hundred 
yaara  ago.  She  entered  the  Napoleonic 
war  at  the  crucial  moment,  in  time  to 
atrlke  the  staggering  blow  agaiiut  the 
invading  armlea.  and  ahe  Joined  the 
ranka  of  the  belUgerenta  in  thla  con- 
flict In  time  to  check  Germany's  hope 
of  conquest.  It  la  the  power  of  the 
British  Empire  that  will  count  in  tha 
achieving  of  the  final   victory."      * 

This  was  a  passage  In  the  addrt>sa 
given  yesterday  at  the  Dominion  Hotel 
before  the  Canadian  Club  by  Hon.  H. 
C.  Hoyle,  Miniater  of  Railways  in  the 
New  South  Walea  Oovemment.  Mr. 
Hoyle  laid  emphasis  on  the  tremendous, 
all-conquering  power  that  the  British 
Kmirtre  could  exert  in  the  war  If  all 
the  dominions  banded  themselves  to- 
gether to  put  forth  their  utmost  efTort. 
He  urged  In  stirring  terms  the  advance- 
ment of  Imperial  unity,  told  of  how 
Australia  -had  ende«.\-ored  to  i>erform 
her  share  in  the  task,  and  ilerlared  it 
was  but  the  fulflUment  of  thetr  obliga- 
tion to  the  Motherland  for  the  domin- 
ions to  put  aside  political  strife  and 
give  for  the  cause  of  victory.  If  need  be. 
to  the  last  man  and  dollar. 

Siattnfnlahad  Onasta 

President  John  Cochrane  Introduced 
the  speaker.  With  him  at  the  gueflt 
table  were  Hon.  J.  D.  Connolly,  Agent- 
Ueneral  for  Western  Australia,  who  also 
briefly  addressed  the  meeting:  Premier 
Brewster,  Hon.  J.  D.  Macl.iean.  Hon. 
John  Hart.  Hon.  J.  W.  deS.  Farria,  Rev. 
W.  Lealle  Clay,  and  Principal  Vance, 
President  of  the  Vancouver  Canadian 
Club.  The  vote  of  thanks  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Farria  and  seconded  by 
Dr.  Alfred  Snowden,  of  Xew  York. 
About  seventy  members  attended,  the 
meeting  being  the  first  by  the  club  In 
the  i:>omlnion   Hotel. 

"There  should  be  only  one  thought 
In  our  minds  at  this  time,"  asserted  Mr. 
Hoyle.  "That  muni  be  the  winning  of 
the  war.  Everything  else  must  be  sub- 
ordlnated.  and  in  this  struggle  to  retain 
our  liberty  there  is  a  part  to  be  played 
by  every  man  and  woman  In  the  Em- 
pire. There  is  no  side  path;  there  can 
be  no  half  measures  if  we  are  to  save 
the  world  from  the  most  awful  foe  It 
has  ever  known.  We  in  Australia,  as 
you  have  done  here  In  Canada,  sprang 
to  the  folds  of  the  grand  old  flag  the 
day  war  began  and  we  have  pledged 
to  carry  it  to  victory.

"Australia  han  realised  that  to  win 
the  war  a  country  must  be  free  from 
the  shackles  of  politics.  Politics  must 
have  no  power  or  influence  over  the  war 
administration  of  a  nation.  Appreciat- 
ing that,  we  have  merged  the  two  great 
parties — the  Ijiberal  and  the  I.>abor  Into 
one  united   national   government. 

Mr.  Hoyle  told  how  the  Common- 
wealth had  dealt  with  the  pacifist  aei- 
tators,  the  1.  W.  AV.  and  pro-Oerman 
propagandists.  "It  Is  with  profound 
regret  that  I  nwint  admit  the  traitors 
ngainnt  Australia  were  men  who  called 
theniKelves  Britishers,  Scotsmen,  Irish, 
Canadian  and  Australian.  They  were 
serpents  In  our  own  camp  and  attempted 
to  suck  the  heart  blood  of  the  nation. 
They  constituted  the  curse  of  I.  W.  W.- 
Ism.  They  took  up  the  work  of  the 
German  international  socialists  whun 
the  war  prevented  that  infamous  body 
of  plotters  to  continue  its  machinations. 
They  pol.Honed  the  opinion  of  the  coun- 
try with  their  propaganda,  burnt  build- 
ings to  the  ground.  They  were  caught 
red-handed  and  twelve  of  the  leaders 
are  serving  from  ten  to  fifteen  years 
imprisonment  In  the  penitentiary. 
9aht  to  Motherland 

"Australians  have  fearlessly  taken  up 
the  cudgels  of  war.  We  have  sent  over- 
seas 350.000  of  the  best  of  our  man- 
hood, have  built  a  powerful  navy,  and 
have  done  everything  a  state  can  do  in 
helping  to  win  the  war.  We  have  spar- 
ed nothing,  neither  man  nor  expense. 
Why  did  we  do  all  this?  Australia  Is 
the  youngest  democracy  in  the  world; 
in  seventy  years  it  has  been  transform- 
ed from  a  convict  settlement  to  a  state 
that  glories  in  Its  freedom  and  noble 
institutions,  which  we  have  had  every 
opportunity  to  develop.  But  we  have 
done  all  this  because  the  British  Navy 
haa  been  behind  us:  without  the  en- 
couragement and  protection  of  the  Em- 
pire we  could  never  have  done  it. 

"And  we  realiJie  .that  we  are  now  but 
showing  our  gratitude.  If  we  love  pur 
liberty,  if  we  believe  in  it  as  a  grand 
and  glorious  thing,  then  we  will  fight 
for  it  to  the  last  man  and  the  iHst 
shilling,  and  that  Is  what  Australia  is 
dotng.  If  we  do  not  believe  in  It 
wo  would  be  a  gang  of  humbuRS.  But 
we  do  believe  In  It,  We  have  seen  the 
partings  between  mothers  and  fathers 
and  their  sons,  and  a  thrill  of  pride  has 
coursed  through  our  every  vein.  Did  we 
see  a  demonstration  against  loyalty  to 
the  Empire  then?  IHd  we  see  the  fa- 
ther and  mother  halt  in  their  devotion 
to  country?  No;  their  self-sacrifice  and 
supreme  patriotism  has  been  but  an  In- 
centive for  ua  to  go  on  In  the  fight 
for  liberty;  for  liberty  is  the  greatest' 
gift  Qod  can  give  to  the  world.  It  Is 
liberty  that  makes  loyalty  and  the  spir- 
it  of   victory,

NEW  AMUSEMENT  TAX 
BARS  OUT  DEAD  HEADS 


None  But  Bona-fide  Enfiployees 
Will  Be  Admitted  Free  After 
October  1 — Regulations  De- 
cided Upon. 


Beginning  October  1,  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  amuaement  tax,  "dead- 
heads" In  the  local  theatres  will  be  a 
thing  of  the  past,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the   Act,   the  regulations   for 

which  have  been  approved  hV  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance,  Hon.  John  Hart,  after 
a  lengthy  conference  with  Mr.  Gordon, 
chief  censor  of  moving  pictures. 

The  feature  of  the  Act  which  does 
away  with  "dead-heads"  leaves  no  lati- 
tude for  the  exercise  of  discretion  on  the 
part  of  the  theatre  proprietor,  as  it  pro- 
hibits him  from  allowing  any  person, 
other  than  bona-flde  employees,  to  en- 
ter hl.4  place  of  amuaement  for  the  pur- 
pose of  witnessing  a  performance  un- 
less the  tax  Is  first  paid.  This,  It  is  be- 
lieved, will  apply  to  members  of  the 
police  force  and  other  uniformed  ofll- 
cials,  to  say  nothing  of  representatl>ys 
of  the  press,  and  many  others  who  have 
been  wont,  in  the  past,  to  stroll  past 
the  doorkeeper  without  passing  In  a 
ticket,  by  virtue  of  their  friendliness 
with  the  management  or  In  exchange 
for  advertising   space. 

It  is  understood  that  the  plan  adopted 
calls  for  two  series  of  tickets,  one  the 
regular  admittance  ticket,  the  other  tha 
ticket  representing  the  tax,  A  patron 
of  a  theatre  or  other  performance  which 
comes  under  the  operation  of  the  Act 
will  hvve  to  pay  for  two  tickets  at  the 
box  office.  Separate  receptacles  will  be 
placed  at  the  entrance,  into  one  of  which 
will  be  deposited  the  house  ticket  and 
into  the  other  the  tax  ticket.  The 
Treasury  Dei>artment  will  supply  the 
tax  ticketa  to  the  proprietor  of  the 
amusement  house  in  quantities  of  not 
less  than  t20  In  aggregate  value,  and  a 
diacount  will  be  allowed  to  the  amuse- 
ment place  proprietor,  varying  from  ten 
per  cent  on  the  price  of  the  low-priced 
admittance  tickets  to  three  per  i-ent  on 
those  which  apply  to  the  high-priced 
tickets.  This  discount  will,  it  Ik  be- 
lieved, reimburse  th«>  proprietors  foi-  the 
extra  trouble  In  making  the  collection 
of  the  tax.  The  proprietors  will  he 
>  failed  upon  to  make  a  weekly  report  to 
the  censor,  under  whose  supervision  the 
enforcement  of  the  Act  falls,  showing 
the  dally  attendance,  tha  respective 
number  of  admission  tickets  Issued  and 
taken  In,  and  other  details,  to  permit  of 
a  regular  checking  up  by  the  censor  nf 
the  business  of  the  house. 

As  soon  as  they  can  be  secured,  ma- 
chines which  automatically  cancel  the 
tax  ticketa  when  deposited  therein  will 
be  In  use  In  all  amuaement  placea  af- 
fected by  the  Art,  though  perhaps  these 
machines  a-lll  not  be  in  operation  imme- 
diately the  .Net  becomes  effective,  as 
time  will  be  required  before  the  proprie- 
tors  can    supply   themselves   with    them. 

In  view  of  the  additional  amount  of 
small  change  that  will  have  to  be  made 
by  the  ticket  sellers  In  the  theatres, 
owing  to  the  small  amount  of  tha  tax, 
which  runs  from  two  cents  for  a  ten- 
cant  ticket  apwarila.  It  was  stated  -laat 
iHght  by  a  loval  theatre  manager  that 
it  waa  likely  that  tha  theatres  would 
sell  the  tax  tickets  In  strips,  with  • 
minimum  price,  thus  obviating  tho 
necessity  of  using  copper  money  for 
making  change.  In  thla  case,  patrons 
who  purchaaed  a  numt>«r  of  tax  tickets 
would  simply  have  to  detach  the  noces- 
snry  numbor  from  tho  strip  to  corres- 
pond with  the  numbor  aad  coo{  •€  tho 
admittance  tickets  porchased. 

Theatre  owners  are  epeculating  on 
what  the  reault  of  the  tax  will  l>e  on  tho 
patronage  of  their  houaaa.  but  the  gen- 
eral opinion  appeared  to  be  that  It  would 
make  little^  If  any.  dlfferenc*  omo  tJM 
puMte  becsmo  nae«  to  It         ' 


FUEL  COMPTROLLER 
STUDIES  SITUATION 


Mr.  NIcol  Thompson,  of  Van- 
couver, Working  LJnder  Fed- 
eral Regulations,  Holds  Con- 
ference With  Minister. 


The  fuel  situation  as  It  exlaU  In  re- 
spect of  production,  demand,  and 
poaslble  future  supplies,  was  the  topic 
of  a  lengthy  conference  which  Mr. 
Nicol  Thompaon.  of  Vancouver,  fuel 
comptroller  of  the  province,  haa  had 
with  Hon.  WliUam  Sloan,  Minister  of 
Mines,  during  the  past  two  days.  The 
meeting  was  the  direct  outcome  of  re- 
presentations made  to  Mr.  Thompson 
by  the  municipalities  of  North  and 
South  Vancouver,  which  have  com- 
plained of  the  high  pricea  of  fuel  and 
of  the  dlflleulty  in  aecurirg  supplies. 
They  have  advanced  the  suggestion 
that  municipalities  should  be  tn  a  posi- 
tion to  purchaae  suppUea  direct  from 
the  mlne.i  instead  of  through  middle- 
men. The  same  contention  was  re- 
cently liiado  by  the  City  of  Vancouver 
and,  as  a  result,  the  promise  was  had 
from  the  Western  l-'uel  Company  by 
Hon.  Mr.  Sloan,  that  the  company 
would  permit  the  city  to  purchase  sup- 
plies direct  anJ,  while  there  exists  con- 
tracts between  the  (jompany  and  ilealers 
In  Vancouver,  that  the  compan.v  would. 
In  case  It  was  found  necessary,  pro- 
vide thai  the  extra  cost  occaslonerl  to 
the  cit.v  buying  through  middlemen 
would   be   reimbursed. 

Mr.  Thompson  and  the  MlnlMter  dis- 
cussed the  question  of  cost  Of  prod\tc- 
tion  in  relation  to  cost  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  it  Is  probable  that  the  luel 
comptroller    will    later    get    into    touch

Reports  which  have  reached  the 
Minister  of  Mines  from  the  recently 
appointed  district  engineers,  who  are 
now  in  their  respective  districts,  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
Mineral  Survey  Act,  passed  at  the 
spring  session  of  the  legislature.  Indi- 
cate that  they  a'e  busy  covering  the 
ground  under  their  supervision  and 
perfecting  arrangements  whereunder 
the  act  may  be  made  effective.  The 
engineers  already  have  received  num- 
erous requests  from  claim  owners  who. 
desire  reports  to  be  made  upon  their 
holdings. 

Tho  Increased  activity  In  mining 
development  Is  Indicated  by  the  large 
number  of  applications  made  to  the 
Department  of  Mines  for  government 
assistance  in  the  construction  of  trails 
to  new  mineral  areas  in  which  develop- 
ment work  has  commenced,  but  to 
adequately  develop  which,  better  trans- 
portation  facilities  are  required. 

The  policy  of  government  assistance, 
one  initiated  by  the  late  administration, 
has  proved  of  great  assistance  to  the 
industry,  and  wherever  It  has  'oeen 
shown  that  the  results  would  warrant 
the  expenditure  the  present  minister  haa 
made  every  effort  to  come  to  the  as- 
sistance of  the  miners  and  a  large 
number  of  applications  are  now  under 
consideration.

Speculators  who  learn  that  ther^ 
is  a  demand  for  any  special  article  of 
food  should  not  be  allowed  to  raise  Its 
price  unneccssarll}'.  It  ia  impossible 
not  to  suspect  that  this  has  been  done 
in  the  case  of  cornmeal,  or  that  the 
price  of  the  poorer  cradea  of  grain  suit- 
able fpr  food  for  farm  animals  and 
cliickens  is  not  out  of  all  proportion 
both  to  its  real  value  and  the  money 
ihe  producer  receives.  These  are  mat- 
ters In  which  women  are  interested  and 
they  ahould  no  longer  submit  to  extor- 
tion without  protest. 


A  Ctood  BolMtltaU 
The  high  price  of  cornmeal  In  Vic- 
toria makes  its  use  as  a  aubstitute  for 
wheat  flour  impoaslble  for  the  house- 
keeper whose  Income  is  small.  On  the 
other  hand,  oatmeal  at  present  is  much 
cheaper  than  wikeaten  flour.  Porridge 
made  of  rolled  oats  ia  a  wholesome  dish 
for  most  people,  especially  If  they 
spend  much  time  in  the  open  air.  Oaten 
cakes  lutve  hitherto  been  looked  upon 
as  a  delicacy,  but  it  may  be  that  now 
they  will  be  more  commonly  used.  But 
neither  oatmeal  nor  cornmeal  will  be 
palatable  unless  pains  Is  talien  In  Its 
preparation.  Careless  cooking  will  make 
either  dlaUstefuI. 


Oaretakers 

ot   Victoria    consider 


how  Important  Is  the  work  of  the  Jan- 
itors of  the  schools?  Much  money  has 
been  spent  in  the  erection  and  equip- 
ment of  the  school  buildings,  and  It  is 
often  painful  to  see  how  soon  rooms 
and  corridors  grow  shabby.  There  is 
often  an  appearance  of  neglect  that  the 
housewife  would  not  tolerate  in  her 
own  rooms.  In  these  days  there  is  no 
reason  why  a  schoolroom  ahould  not 
be  kept  quite  clean.  This  In  necessary 
for  the  health  of  the-  children.  The 
small  accumulations  of  dust  that  wuuM 
do  little  harm  in  a  room  inhabited  by 
one  or  even  by  three  or  four  persons 
become  very  dangerous  to  forty  chil- 
dren and  their  teacher.  Such  rooms 
must  be  kept  as  clean  as  hands  assist- 
ed by  modern  appliances  can  make 
them.      Currents    of    fresh    air    should 


pass  constantly  through  them  and  tho 
suKsbine  ahould  be  adnllttM  at  all 
proper  times.  Sueb  care  aad  cleaall- 
ness  require  not  only  unremitting  in- 
dustry but  intelligence.  The  teacher 
Jias  enough  to  do  If  she  sees  that  her 
pupils  do  not  malio  tbe  rooms  dirty  or 
untidy  unnecessarily.  This  is  part  of 
their  education  and  a  valuable  part. 
But  it  doea  not  relieve  the  caretaker  of 
any  share  of  bis  or  her  responalbUUy. 


Even  In  August  grass  and  foliage  are 
seldom  so  dry  as  Is  the  case  thU  year. 
Vet  children  and  grown  people  light 
matches  and  tbrow  away  tbe  burning 
ends  and  drop  ilgar  ends  wherever  they 
happen  to  be  standing.  A  Are  could 
easily  be  lighted  in  sucb  ways  that 
would  cause  great  damage.  In  tbe 
woods  tho  moss  will  bold  a  spark  for 
a  long  time  and  tbe  wind,  springing  up. 
may  fan  it  into  a  flame.  Biasing  grass 
may  easily  set  a  farmhouse  4tn  fire  or 
even  destroy  crops.  Let  every  mother 
see  that  matches  are  put  out  of  tbe 
children's  reach  and  that  older  boys  and 
girls  are  warned  of  the  danger  of  fires. 

It  will  only  be  a  few  weeka  at  most 
before  tbe  FUl  rains  will  lessen  the 
danger  of  Are.  Till  then  young  and 
old  cannot  be  too  careful. 


Why  should  it  be  doubted  that  tbe 
buyers  of  food  in  this  country  possess 
a  little  common  sense?  If  tbe  regula- 
tions regarding  canned  goods  means 
anything  they  will  work  a  hardship  on 
those  who  can  least  bear  it,  poor  peo- 
ple In  cities  and  towns.  Is  It  to  be 
supposed  that  housekeepers  who  have 
beans,  peas,  tomatoes  or  corn  .growing 
in  their  own  gardens  will  go  to  the 
grocery  stores  to  buy  canned  vegeta- 
bles? If  fresh  varieties  are  cheap  in 
the  markets  no  one  will  buy  more  ex- 
pensive   canned    goods. 

On  the  other  hand,  will  not  a  pre- 
mium be  put  upon  a  hateful  kind  of 
profiteering  if  the  grower  of  fresh  vege- 
tables can  get  wiiat  be  cbooees  to  ask 
for  them  because  consumers  are  for- 
bidden to  ^uy  canned  goods.  Surely 
consumers    have    some    intelligent    idea

Oldfashioned  people  do  not  think 
that  H  healthy  boy  or  girl  should  'eel 
it  a  hardship  to  Walk  a  mile  and  a  half 
or  more  if  it  were  necessary.  But  Vic- 
toria children  have  become  accustomed 
to  living  near  the  school.  It  is  said 
that  many  of  the  homes  near  the  Moas 
Street  School  have  been  built  In  order 
that  children  might  be  near  tlie  school. 
Let  tliat  be  granted.  Just  now  there  are 
few  men  and  women  who  have  not  hard 
thinRB  to  bear  and  do.  For  a  great 
many  years  some  of  the  teachers  at 
Mobs  Street  have  worked  far  too  hard. 
It  is  tho  turn  of  the  pupils  now,  and 
it  will  be  a  wonder  if  every  one  of 
them  does  not  take  the  extra  walk  and 
benr  a  share  of  inconvenience  without 
grumbling.

For  some  three  years  now  kn  effort 
has  been  made  to  establish  the  Oirt 
Guides  In  Victoria.  It  was  felt  by  C 
number  of  pubNc-spirlted  young  la- 
dles that  the  exercise,  discipline  and 
tile  tearhln«f  would  be  good  for  the 
Rirls.  The  plan  had  done  good  in  Eng- 
land and  under  tbe  name  of  Camp  Fire 
Girls  had  proved  of  value  in  the  <Tntted 
States.  Some  of  tbe  officers  ITere  very 
busy  women  who  made  no  little  sacri- 
fice of  time  and  strength  to  lead  and 
drill  the  troops.  Those  of  us  who  on 
various  occasions  have  been  pleased 
with  the  appearance  and  bearing  of 
the  girls  have  had  little  Idea  how  much 
trouble  It  required  to  achieve  this  out- 
ward measure  of  success.  For  various 
reasons  some  of  the  leaders  have  found 
ft  Impossible  to  continue  the  wort'.  Are 
there  not  others  who  have  leisure  and 
the  love  of  girls  Who  would  find  it  pos- 
sible to  ln<iuire  into  what  in  being  done 
and  help  If  they  found  the  cause  wor- 
thy? If  the  movement  is  a  good  one, 
many  more  girls  should  belong  to  it. 
There  are  eome  phases  of  Qutde  work 
that  have  not  hitherto  been  taken  up 
for  want  of  competent  instructors.  This 
paragraph  Is  being  written  with  the 
purpose  of  drawing  attention  of  tbe 
women  of  Victoria  to  work  that  has 
been  done  in  a  very  wide  and  fruitful 
neld. 


A  Woauw'e  TeBtnra 

The  Csnadlan  National  Associatloa  of 
Trained  Nurses  has  undertaken  to  pub- 
lish a  magaslne.  that  shall  represent  the 
interests  of  nurses  and  furnish  them 
with  instruction.  In  this,  the  society 
hsa  shown  great  courage  and  faith.  For 
the  flrst  year  Miss  Handal,  formerly 
matron  Of  Vancouver  General  Hospital, 
took  the  post  of  editor  at  a  surprising- 
ly moderate  salary.  It  has  been  discov- 
ered, however,  that  nurses,  no  more 
than  any  other  body,  should  ask  people 
to  work  for  less  than  a  living  wage.  It 
has  been  decided  to  raise  the  subacrip- 
ttnn  price  and  to  pay  the  editor  some- 
thing like  a  fair  salary. 

All  women  in  Canada  should  be  In- 
terested In  the  nurses  magazine.  Its 
articles,  unlike  those  of  most  profes- 
sional Journals,  are  of  very  wide  In- 
terest. Every  mother  and  every  house- 
keeper in  the  country  has  an  interest 
in  improving  the  health  of  all  classes 
of  the  community,  and  moat  of  the  arti- 
cles in  a  good  nurse's  magatlne  can  be 
understood  by  any  sensible  woman. 

As  the  yearn  go  on  nurses  are  better 
educated  and  have  a  wid«r  outlook. 
Many  of  the  paper*  read  at  tlie  Nation- 
al Convention,  which  was  held  this  reer 
in' Montreal,  show  that  those  who  wrote 
them  were  able  women  who  had  learn- 
ed many  things  outside  as  well  as  In- 
side the  hospital.

Messrs.  Christie's  London  sale  room 
and  the  hall  In  which  all  the  big  stat- 
uea  were  sold  were  dcnaely  crowded 
.  when  the  Hope  Greek  and  Roman  aculp- 
turea  were  dispersed  Ih  London  rec^t- 
ly,  the  auctioneer  having  to  use  ^he 
balcony  as  a  rostrum  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  sale.  No  such  sale  has  been 
held  in  England  for  several  generations, 
and  it  is  not  likely  that  another  collec- 
tion of  equa;  tmporunce  will  be  of- 
fered to  the  public  in  the  time  of  any- 
one living. 

The  gross  amount  so  far  produced 
by  the  Hope  sales  Is  £129,827  19s.  The 
most  natisfactory  fact  is  that  most  of 
the  finest  pieces  will  remain  in  'Eng- 
land. Very  few  were  bought  for  United 
States  museums.  The  Greek  Minister, 
instructed  by  Mr.  Bmbeikos.  purchased 
for  I.ISO  guineas  a  Greek  statue  of 
Aphrodite  in  Parian  marble,  which  la 
to  be  presented  to  the  Athens  Museum.

The  chief  lot  was  the  world-famed 
Greek  statue  of  Athene,  in  Carrara  mar- 
ble, weighing  about  three  tons,  which 
Is  ascribed  to  Pheidas.  It  was  started 
at  600  guineas,  and  reached  6,800  guin- 
eas, at  which  it  was  knocked  down  to 
Mesars.  Agncw.  In  this  case,  as  In 
others,  Lord  Cowdray  was  seen  to  be 
prompting  Mr.  Major,  of  Messrs.  Ag- 
ncw's.  Another  of  Messrs.  Agnew's 
purchases  waa  a  dedicatory  portrait 
statue  of  a  Greek  woman  In  Parian 
marble,  circa,  600-480  B.C.,  one  of  the 
flneat  archaic  marbles  In  the  world,  and 
this  fell  at  3,400  guineas.  The  same 
Arm  also  bought  a  pair  of  flne  marble 
two-handled  vases.  62  inches  high,  on 
richly  carvod  antique  columns,  for  880 
guineas:  an  antique  marble  bust  of 
Knustlna  the  Kidcr.  AD.  138-141,  for 
388  guineas;  and  porphyry  heads  of  Oc- 
tavlus  and  Nero,  both  (the  antinue 
buats.  for  440  guineas  and  400  guineas, 
respectively.  The  statue  of  Antlpous, 
found  in  the  Villa  Hadrlana  at  Ttvoli, 
waa  bought  at  6,800  gutneaa  by  Mr.  F. 
Partridge;  the  statue  In  Pentellc  mar- 
ble of  Hygcia.  found  in  1797  at  Ostia 
among  the  ruins  of  a  princely  biiildtnx.

Information  concerning  tha  affairs  of 
the  Grantoy  ConsolWated  (Mining.  Smelt- 
ing and  Power  Company,  additional  to 
that  .printed  yeeterday  in  The  Dally 
Colonist  Is  contained  In  a  dispatch  to 
the  Toronto  Globe,  dated  Boston. 
August  21,  as   under: 

"Granby  Consolidated  has  some  big 
plans  for  expansion  calling  for  sub- 
stantial expenditures,  which  will  pro- 
bably all  be  financed  through  earnings. 
During  the  past  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30.  the  company  apent  approximately 
}  1,000,000  for  improvements.  In  the 
current  fiscal  period  Just  started  pro- 
bably a  larger  amount  will  ibe  spent  in 
carrying  to  Xruillou  plana  Jiow  MPdet 
consideration. 

"July  costs  of  production  were  about 
10 ".4  centB  a  pound  Indicating  an  ad- 
vance of  more  than  a  cent  a  pound  over 
the  June  average,  but  this  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  Granby  ^eludes  in  Its 
cost  sheets  new  construction  and  im- 
provement charges,  which  were  heavier 
than  the  previous  month.  The  com- 
pany haa  worked  Itself  into  an  enviable 
cash  position  without  a  dollar  of  debt 
either  in  advances  against  copper  or 
leans  and  with  about  81.200.000  in 
cash  and  copper  to  its  credit,  whereas 
a  year  ago  It  had  about  ?1, 100.000  owing 
on  account  of  advances  recclv«d 
against  ita  copper.  The  ibonded  debt 
has  been  reduced  to  around  82.000,000. 
against  the  original  issue  of  83,600,000. 
This  means  a  steady  reduction  in  fixed 
charges. 

"Granby  has  acquired  a  high-grado 
coal  property,  one  seam  of  which  shows 
20,000,000  ions  of  high-grade  coking 
coal.  Engineers  have  gone  to  super- 
intend the  new  by-products  plant  to  be 
built,  and  which  It  is  planned,  shall 
supply  all  the  company's  coking  needs 
at  a  low  cost,  leaving  a  substantial 
quantity  of  coal  for  sale  In  the  open 
market." 
»  WIU  right  Oaralshfe  Prooeedlaga 
The  Rosaland  Miner  recently  pub- 
lished a  letter  from  officials  ot  tlie 
Roflsland  Miners"  Union  to  its  members. 
af(  follows: 

"During  the  last  year  the  officers  of 
your  organisation  have  become  ac- 
quainted with  numerous  cases  where' 
men  employed  In  and  around  the 
Rossland  mines  were  unjustly  garnt- 
Fheed    for    d^t. 

"The  merchants  have  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  having  the  mining  com- 
panlcM  honor  orders  for  wages,  and  m 
ppitc  of  this  privilege,  the  same 
merchants,  through  their  legal  satel- 
lites have  at  numerous  times  violated 
the  garnishee  law  by  attaching  the 
whole  pay  of  married  men,  knowing 
that  8iO  vvas  exempt.  These  violations 
of  the  law  were  po-^sible  only  through 
the  fact  that  most  men  are  not  fam- 
iliar with  the  law,  which,  in  our 
opinion,  makes  the  offence  on  the  part 
of  the  merchants  all  the  more  repug- 
nant. ^ 

"In  the  opinion  of  your  officers  or- 
ders for  the  men's  time  should  not  be 
honored  hy  the  companies,  as  the  man 
who  works  end  has  not  even  the  privi- 
lege of  drawing  his  cheque  is  virtually 
a  slave  to  the  trading  class  and  under 
such  circumstances  even  the  most 
optimistic  must  become  disheartened, 
the  result  being  detrimental  to  the 
man,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
employer  and  his   fellow   workmen. 

"After  considering  the  above  facts,  it 
has  been  decided  by  Rossland  Miners' 
Union  No.  38  that  henceforth  this 
union  pledges  itself  to  flght  every  case 
of  garnishee  through  the  courts,  where 
the  member  can  prove  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  union  executive  l>oard  that 
lie  Is  willing  to  pay  his  debts  and  not 
endeavoring  to  be  dishonest.  It  has 
also  been  decided  to  request  the  Con- 
solidated Mining  Company  and  the  Le 
Rol  No.  2  Company  to  no  longer  l.onor 
orders  for  time. 

"There  is  no  reason  why  the  miners 
of  Itnssland  should  support  the  legal 
fraternity  through  garnishee  fees,  and 
we  pledge  ourselves  to  do  away  with 
the  unjust  garnishee,  or  rid  Rossland 
of  the  merchant  who  uses  it." 

In  the  course  of  Its  comment  on  the 
foregoing  notification,  the  Miner  ub- 
served: 

"The  union  Is  more  active  at  present 
than  It  has  ever  before  been  In  seeing 
to  It  that  Its  members  are  protected  in 
oil  things  tending  to  right  and  Justice, 
and  will  henceforth  pay  the  strictest 
attention  to  the  securing  of  every  con- 
cession for  those  who  are  numbered 
amonK   it"   membership."

Is  reprinted,  as 
follows: 

"The  course  of  copper  prices.  If  left 
to  themselves.  Is  not  dUBcult  to  fore- 
east.  There  need  not  be  all  the  pre- 
sent fuss  about  the  aubjeot.  and  all  the 
threats  to  tamper  with  the  machine^-, 
which  are  so  disturbing  business. 

^^urnlog  the  perspective  glass  upon 
copper,  we  do  not  And  that  in  the 
market  for  this  metal  there  was  any 
extravagant  rise  In  1918  there  waa  a 
quotattonal  average  of  37.2  cants,  but 
the  producers  realised  for  the  sale  of 
their  entire  output  not  more  than  26.7 
cents.  Looking  back,  a'e  find  In  1906, 
a  quotatlonal  average  of  about  20.5 
cents  and  an  aveiage  of  about  19  centa 
actually  realised.  Cobslderlng  the  In- 
creased cost  of  production,  the  price  of 
copper  wag.  perhaps,  no  higher  reHi- 
tlvely  In  1814  than  It  was  ten  years 
previously  with  purely  industrial  con- 
ditions, but  the  profits  of  the  producers 
were  enormously  enhanced  by  their 
ability  to  sell  a  great  deal  more  copper. 

"However,  at  the  end  of  1918  the 
copper  positton  seemed  to  be  tottering 
on  the  verge  of  a  ^adual  decline  that 
would  be  attributed  to  Increased  pro- 
duction. The  expected  Increase  did 
not  happen,  however,  owing  In  the  first 
place  to  labor  troubles  at  the  roflnerleH; 
In  the  next  place  to  Increasing  Ineffi- 
ciency of  labor,  and  then  to  additional 
delays  in  the  providing  of  new  capacity. 
Finally,  the  general  strikes  at  the 
mines,  reducing  the  supply  of  crude 
copper  and  compelling  rellneries  to  be 
closed,  produced  an  actual  shortage  of 
copper  and  consequently  strengthened 
the  atatistical   position  of  thla  metal. 

"Manifestly  the  most  Important  thing 
at  present  is  to  encourage  production 
In  all  possible  ways  not  to  discourage 
it.  The  serious  curtailment  of  pro- 
duction, however,  already  experienced^ 
is  directly  attri<butable  to  the  fear  that 
a  low  price  for  copper  named  arbit- 
rarily by  the  Government  would  ne- 
cessitate a  reduction  In  wages  .it  a 
time  when  cost  uf  living  continues 
high  and   Is   even   advancing."

The  topuotchcr  on  the  new  bill  of 
vaudeville  at  the  Pantages  theatre  thib 
week  is  Owen  McOlvcney.  Kven  those 
of  the  audiencce  yesterday  afternoon 
who  were  \inable  to  follow  the  lines  of 
McOivcney'a  adaptation  of  Dickens' 
"Oliver  Twist,"  sat  and  marvelled  at  the 
extraordinary  ability  of  the  man  In  pre- 
senting live  very  diatlnct  oharacterM  In 
the  offering  without  losing  in  the  leatit 
Its  continuity.  Owen  McOiveney  Is  a 
protean  artist  of  consummate  skill;  he 
Is  more  than  that,  for  most  of  his  char- 
acterizations were  clothed  in  bits  of  real 
Impressive  acting.  He  tells  the  au- 
dience that  he  alone  plays  all  of  the  five 
parts,  and  he  makes  himself  the  more 
convincing  when,  backing  his  assertion 
with  a  wager  of  |1,000  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely  the  truth. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  tliere  seems  to  be 
no  reas<jn  for  raining  a  doubt.  His 
quick  change  work  Is  undoubtedly  the 
most  finished  performance  of  the  kind 
that  haa  been  brought  to  the  Oovern- 
ment  Street  vaudeville  house.  He  lends 
to  each  of  the  five  characteri7.ations  a 
clcverjiess  that  makes  the  story  of  his 
sketch,  which  he  calls  "Bill  Sykes," 
vivid  and  intense.

The  six 
Venetian  Oypslea  are  Italian  entertaln- 
er«''  who  offer  a  carnival  of  music  and 
song.  They  open  with  the  "Anvil 
Chorus"  from  M  Trovatore,"  and  play 
such  other  familiar  gems  as  the  "Kucla" 
sextette,  as  well  as  offer  many  pretty 
Items  of  both  Instrumental  and  vocal 
numbers,  .\mong  the  Instruments  used 
are  piano  accordians,  tambourines  and 
the  harp.  One  of  the  most  attractive 
features  was  a  tambourine  solo.  The 
act  Is  prettily  costumed  and  given  in  an 
attractive  setting.  It  was  decidedly 
well    received    yesterday    afternoon. 

Another  decided  hit  of  the  programme 
was  O'Connor  and  I'ixon'w  several  mln-

Disused  motorcycle 
engines  were  fitted  up  with  "gadgets" 
for  driving  chance  r^ontrifugal  and 
plunger  pumps,  to  reduce  the  manual 
labor  of  drawing  water  from  deep 
wells.  With  a  hammer,  a  bfscuit  box 
or  two.  and  a  handful  of  nails,  a  sap- 
per can  (must,  in  fact)  produce  you  a 
working  trough  or  channel  to  contain,  or 
carry  water. 

Jloat  XaTo  Trade 

A  proper  understanding  of  the  corps 
will  make  It  clear  to  you  how  th'.ti 
handlness  comes  about.  To  become  a 
sapper,  one  must  have  a  trade.  With 
tiasmitl:s.  iron  workers,  bricklayer.", 
electricians,  mechanics,  fitters,  and  so 
forth,  all  trained  in  the  skilled  use  ol 
their  hands,  and  the  principle  instilled 
Into  them  that  there  is  no  such  work 
as  "can't,"  a  working  arrangement  for 
any  scheme  can  be  quickly  brought 
about. 

The  steady  growth  of  the  armies  In 
the  field,  for  one  thing,  requires  a;i 
e<,ual  advance  in  the  arrangements  that, 
had  to  be  made  for  the  watering  of  men 
and  horses  in  the  trenches  and  behind 
the  lines. 

Now,  of  course,  with  the  knowledg** 
of  the  past  and  the  experience  gained, 
the  water  supply  has  been  brought  to  -x 
pitch  of  excellence  in  organisation  whlcn 
puts  It  on  a  level  with  other  auxiliary 
t>ervlces.  There  Is  no  lack  of  the  proper 
material  for  constructtftg  pipe  llne^  and 
erecting  small  tanks  and  reservoirs  < 
where  necessary.  There  are  even  units 
which  devote  all  their  time  to  the  sup- 
ply of  water. 

There  has  been  plenty  of  water  in 
France,  in  the  villages,  and  far  too 
much,  not  of  the  drinking  variety,  in 
the  trenches  at  times.  The  problem  has 
been  to  take  it  where  it  was  wanted, 
and  remove  it  from  where  it  was  a  bur- 
den. The  system  is  now  as  near  per- 
fect as  it  can  be.  But  every  drop  of 
diinking  water  has  had  to  he  passed  by 
the  medical  officer  before  It  has  been 
drunk  by  the  soldiers.  On  thousands  ol 
wells  today  we  can  find  the  lltt'.e  no- 
tice boards,  "This  water  is  fit  for  wash- 
ing," "This  water  must  be  boiled  be- 
fore being  drunk."  "This  water  must 
not  be  used  unless  treated  as  ordered," 
and  so  on;  and  here  again  the  Royal 
Kngineers  have  worked  day  and  night 
Ir  getting  things  right  for  the  boya  all 
round.

TOOlCHmUE 
COST  KING  A IHRONE 


King  Nicholas  of  Montenegro 
Boycotted  By  His  Cwntry- 
mcn  for  Dickering  With  Aus- 
tria—^Ignored  by  Allies. 


The  momentoua  atory  of  the  "acrap 
of  papar.T  parhapa  one  of  the  b«at 
known  atorles  In  recent  hlatory.  haa 
been  told  In  a  manner  all  the  more 
forceful  becauae  of  Ita  extreme  alm- 
pllclty  In  Sir  Edward  Goachen'a  latUr 
lo  Sir  Edward  Orey.  written  on  the 
evening  of  the  day  on  which  Germany 
violated  the  neutrality  of  Belgium.  It 
waa  on  the  4  th  of  Auguat,  1*14.  at  the 
cloae  of  thoae  momentoua  IS  daya 
which  Inurvened  between ,  the  tragedy 
at  Serajevo  and  the  declaration  of  war 
on  Germany  by  the  United  Kingdom. 
In  the  afternoon,  Sir  Edward  Ooaohen 
called  upon  Herr  von  Jagow.  In  the 
Wllhelmatrasse,  and  aaked  him  for  an 
aasurance  that  tha  Imperial  Oovern- 
ment would  refrain  from  violating  Qel- 
gtum  neutrality.  Herr  von  Jagow  at 
once  replied  that  he  waa  aorry  to  a^y 
that  his  answer  must  be  "No,  as.  in 
consequence  of  the  German  troopa  hav- 
ing croaaed  the  frontier  that  morning 
Belgian  neut>ality  had  already  been 
violated.  Sir  Edward  Ooachen  pointed 
out  the  MrlouanesB  of  the  situation 
and  asked  htm  whether  there  waa  not 
still  time  to  dra/r  back,  and  avoid 
possible  consequences,  which  he  add- 
ed, "both  he  and  1  would  deplore."  Herr 
von  Jagow  replied^  that,  for  reasons  he 
had  already  given.  It  waa  Imposalble  for 
them  to  draw  back: 

X»«auuida  Vaaaporta 
Sir  Edward  Ooschen  then  goes  on 
-to-^teii  how,  later  on  In  the  4ay,  4n 
compliance  with  Instructions  from 
Uondon.  he  called  upon  the  SecreUry 
of  tjtate  again  and  required  that  the 
necesaary  assurances  that  Germany 
would  not  violate  Belgium  neutrality 
ahould  be  gi^en  by  18  o'clock  that 
night.  Again  Herr  von  Jagow  replied 
that,  to  his  great  regret,  he  could  give 
no  eucirf  aasurance,  and  that  if  the  time 
allowed  waa  24  hours  or  more  hia  ana- 
wer  muat  atlll  be  the  aame.  81r»Ed- 
^ward  Goschen  replied  that  In  that  caaa 
^e  would  be  obliged  to  demand  his 
passports.  He  asked  to  sea  the  Chan- 
cellor, aa  it  might  be  perhaps  the  last 
time  he  would  have  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  him,  and  Herr  von  Jagow  begged 
him  to  do  so. 

The  famoua  interview  with  Dr.  Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg  Is  best  told  In  Sir 
Edward  Ooschen'a  own  words:  "Hia 
Excellency,"  he  said,  "at  once  began 
r-^^rangue,  which  lasted  for  about  20 
minutes.  He  said  that  the  step  taken 
by  His  Majesty's  Oovernment  waa  ter- 
rible to  a  degree;  juat  for  a  word — 
'neutrality*'  a  word  which  in,  war  time 
had  so  often  bean  disregarded — ^Juat 
for  a  acrap  of  paper,  Great  Britain 
was  going  to  make  war  on  a  kindred 
nation  who  desired  nothing-  better  than 
to  be  friendfi  with  her.  All  hia  ettorta 
In  that  direction  had  been  rendered 
uselesa  by  thU  last  terrible  step,  and 
the  policy  to  which,  as  I  knew,  he  had 
devoted^  himaelf.  since  hla  accession  to 
office  had  tumbled  down  like  a  house 
of  carda." 

Brltata'a  Koaov  ^ 

Sir  Edward  Goschen  replied  that  he 
would  wish  the  Chancellor  to  under- 
stand that  It  waa  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  for  the  honor  of  Qreat 
Britain,  that  she  ahould  keep  her 
solemn  enxagement  to  do  her  utmost 
to  defend  Belgium  neutrality  If  at- 
tacked. That  solemn  compact  aimply 
had  to  be  kept  or  what,  confldence 
could  any  one  have  in  eniragementR. 
The  Chancellor  said,  "But  at  what  price 
will  that  compact  have  been  kept.  Has 
the  British  Government  thought  of 
that?"  To  thla.  Sir  Edward  Goachen 
replied— >-"hinted"  aa  plainly  aa  he  could 
— that  fear  of  conaequenrea  could  tlkrd- 
1y  be V  regarded  aa  an  excuse  for  break- 
ing solemn  engagements.  "But  His 
Kxorllency,"  he  add*,  "was  so  excited, 
so  evidently  overcome  by  the  newa  of 
our  action,  and  ao  little  disposed  to 
hear  reason,  that  I  refraine<i  from  add- 
InK  fuel  to  the  flame  by  further  argu- 
ment."

MAHOMEDAN  PRINCE 
EULOGISES  HARDINGE 


Aga  Khan  Says  Lord  Har- 
dinge's    Work    Judged    as 

\  Whole  Makes  Him  Most 
Successful  of  Viceroys. 


Many  will  read  with  dlaappoiatment 
and  dlaawy  tha  story  of  the  Intrlgna 
'by  King  NIcholaa,  the  vaursn  monareh 
of  Montenegro,  contained  In  the  laat 
laaue  of  New  Europe. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  denial  of 
tha  main  facta  that  thla  self-wlUad  oM 
men  «nd  hla  dynaaty  are  now  under 
"a  moral  boycott  on  tha  part  of  all 
Montenegrtna  of  any  political  ataad- 
Ing."  He  aa4  hla  family  are  now  In 
France. 

BjrBMrtlee  mm  fttai 

"The  Orcat  War  haa  placed  the 
dynaatle  prlnelple  en  Ita  triai."  aaya 
the  New  Burope.  "In  our  own  country 
and  In  Italy  tha  Royal  Houaea  have 
Identified  themaelvea,  even  mora  cloaely 
than  before  the  war,  with  the  aspira- 
tions of  their  peoplea,  while  in  Belgium 
and  Serbia  King  Albert  and  frince 
Alexander  have  become  the  symbols  of 
democratic  kingahlp.  But.  by  an  Irony 
of  fete,  our  greateat  and  our  sroallcat 
ally  preaant  us  with  the  reverse  of 
the  medal.  The  world  knowa  how  the 
House  of  nemanov  came  to  an  end; 
and,  in  the  present  article,  we  give  our 
readers  a  glimpse  of  the  dynastic 
straits  to  which  King  Nicholas  has 
reduced  himself  and  hla  family  by  a 
long  course  of   intrigue. 

"Mystery  still  surrounds  the  collapse 
of  Montenegro  In  the  Autumn  of  ^t\h; 
but    it    Is    now    known    that    the    King's 

meetlnj;  at  Budva,  In  Dalraatia,  In  May 
of  that  year,  with  the  former  Auatro- 
Hungarlan  Military  Attache.  Colonel 
Hupka:  that  telephonic  communication 
was  at  times  maintained  hetween 
Cetlnja  and  Cattaro:  that  by  the  King's 
orders  the  Montenegrin  army  remained 
absolutely  inactive  for  many  months, 
and  that  Cleneral  Jankovic,  the  Serbian 
General  aent  to  Cetlnje  at  the  Tsar's 
inatanee.  ,and  hia  '  eucceaaor.  Colonel 
Pealc.  were  hampered  at  every  turn; 
that  an  agent  of  Prince  Danllo  negoti- 
ated in  Switzerland^  with  an  agent  of 
the  Central  Powers  for  a  separate  peace 
during  the  Bulgarian  onalaught:  that 
Prince  Peter,  on  his  father's  orders, 
withdrew  the  Montenegrin  troops  from 
the  key-poaltlon  of  Mount  Lovoen  at  the 
critical  moment  and  allowed  the  Aus- 
trlahs  to  enter  almost  unopposed:  and 
that  the  King,  disregarding  tha  unani- 
mous resolution  of  hla  Parliament  to 
nght  to  the  end.  telegraphed  to  the  Rm- 
peror  Francis  Joseph  and  Baron  Burlan. 
"It  waa  only  tho  invading  Austrian 
generiil'a  excesalve  co^iditionn,  and  the 
atern  attitude  of  hla  own  offlcers,  that 
Anally  determined  King  Nicholas  to 
retire  to  Medua  and  so  to  Italy — the 
bulk  of  hia  army  Having  meanwhile 
been  caught  hetpleaaly  in  a  trap.  But, 
aa  la  well  known,  Prince  Mirko  waa 
left  behind  tcTreinaure  Montenegro  %lth 
the  Central  Powers." 

Klu  Nicholas  has  been  falthlesa  to 
the  i^t  ideal  of  8Iav  unit.v.  M. 
Andrew^  Radovlc,  a  former  Montenegrin 
Premier,  advoeatei^  that  there  should 
l^a  fusion  of  the  two  Serb  dynasties 
(8ere>ian  and   Montenegrin). 

"He  pointed  out  that  union  must  be 
followed  by  the  fusion  of  the  two 
Serb  dynasties,  which  la  rendered 
easier  by  the  fact  that  the  Prince- 
Regent  of  Serbia  la  alao  the  grandson 
of  King  Nicholas.  It  Is,  therefore, 
suggested  that  Kings  Nicholas  and 
Peter  sho>u1d  both  atnlicate  in  favor  of 
Prince  Alexander,  and  that  the  succes- 
sion to  the  throne  of  the  united  state 
should  be  aaalgned  after  him  to  Prince 
Danllo  of  Monlanegro,  and  then  alter- 
nately to  tha  heirs  of  the  two  dyna# 
ties. 

"Holding,  as  I  do.  the  view  that  this 
In  tho  only  road  to  safety  and  union 
for  all  Serbs  and  even  Jugoalavs,  I  uke 
the  liberty  of  begging  your  Majesty  to 
send  an  autograph  letter  to  H.M.  the 
Emperor  of  RiisHia,  declaring  your 
willingness  to  take,  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  neresHary  measures  for  reaching  an 
accord  with  the  Sovereign  and  Govern- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  our  brothers 
of  Serbia,  and  also  with  the  representa- 
tlvea  of  the  other  Jugoslav  countries, 
In  order  to  decide  oUr  uniflcation  and 
lay   its   foundations." 

OatfMa  the  AUlea 

King  Nicholas,  however,  took  varioua 
unconstitutional  ateps  In  antagonism  to 
the  advice  of  his  Ministers,  nnd  today 
he  is  deserted   by  Montenegrin  patriotn. 

"The  moat  striking  proof  of  the  dis- 
credit whirh  he  has  brought  upon  him- 
self la  the  refusal  of  tha  Allies  to 
admit  his  representative  to  the  recent 
ronference 'in  Paris,"  aays  New  Rurope. 
'T>lsregardltT»  all  hints.  King  Nicholas 
was  unwls<>  enough  no  give  to  the 
Press  a  statement  to  the  effect  that 
Mr.  POpovIo  was  the  Montenegrin  del- 
egate to  the  Conference,  who  none  the 
leas   remained  outside." 


Tha  following  letter  haa  been  ad- 
draoaed  to  the  editor  of  The  Loaten 
Tlmea  by  the  Aga  Khan,  the  recog- 
niaed  leader  of  Muaauloiana  in  India, 
and  a  nma  of  the  graateat  lofluenoe  la 
the  Depeadancy: 

'Sir,— Nearly  a  doxea  yeara  have  gone 
by  ainco  Parliament  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  expreaalona  of  Ia41aa 
opinion  at  flrat  hand.  Unffortuaately, 
there  la  no  Indian  now  In  either  House 
of  Parliament — an  undoubted  loaa  to' the 
Empire  aa  a  whole.  If  aiyr  Indian  were 
now  In  either  Houae,  no  nvatter  of 
what  religion,  province  or  political  com- 
plexion ha  might  be,  be  would  have  been 
eager  to  teeUfy  In  the  Maaopotamlan 
dabatea  to  tha  atreagth  aad  unaalmlty 
of  Indian  admiration  for  and  attach- 
ment to  Lord  Hardtnge.  and  to  con- 
demn the  ignorant  attache  made  upon 
him  in  6ome  portiona  of  the  Preaa.  My 
countrymen  of  all  ahadea  of  thought 
feel  that  he  haa  bean  moat  unjuatly 
and  ungratefully  treated,  and  I  am  con- 
strained  to  write  on  their  behalf. 

"V6rd  Hardinge'B  work  In  India,  both 
in  peace  and  war,  should  be  Judged  aa 
a  whole,  and  not  alone  by  the  tempor- 
ary breakdown  of  military  arrange- 
ments in  Mesopotamia.  Mr.  Montagu 
himaelf,  a  statesman  trusted  and  popu- 
lar m  India,  and  who  knows  India  bet- 
ter than  moat  people,  accurately  de- 
scribed him  aa  tho  moat  popular  Vice- 
roy of  modern  times,  and  an  showing 
himself,    from    rtrst    to   laat.   a   Viceroy

The  Indian  Social  Refornier,  one 
of  the  most  thoughtful  and  Important 
of  Nationalist  Indian  newspapera,  and 
by  no  means  given  to  flattery,  haa  de- 
acrlbed  the  feelhtg  of  "the  people  of  Iifc- 
dia  for  Lord  Hardinge  aa  that  of  vener- 
ation—7-a  very  true  deacrlptlon  Indeed.

"The  Mesopotamian  breakdown  waa 
the  inevitable  result  of  the  mlataken 
policy,  so  long  pursued  In  relation  to 
Indian  military  reaourcea.  actual  and 
potential.  Bvery  well-informed  man  of\ 
t;te  world  knew,  during  the  laat  10 
yeara,  the  Inevitability  of  a  war  with 
Germany,  and  no  attempt  waa  made  ilT 
adjuat  the^jLEOspectlve  utillaatlon  of  In- 
dian mtlitary  atrength  to  auch  a  con- 
tingency. The  deliberate  policy  recom- 
mended by  Lord  Nlcholaon's  commis- 
sion was  to  reduce  the  military  ex- 
penditure of  India  to  the  loweat  llmjta 
compatible  with  Indian  safety  from 
external  landing  and  from  internal  com- 
motionr  Yet.  when  the  moment  of  the 
world-crlala  came.  Lord  Hardinge,  right-

the  Queen  Charlotte   Islands. 

The  potash  will  be  manufactured  from 
kelp,  which  is  found  In  large  quantities 
In  Cumshewa  Inlet.  Moresby  Bay,  where 
the  plant  of  the  company  is  sltucted. 
The  new  machlnei-y  for  thu  manufacture 
of  foUah  from  kelp  has  been  installed 
in  the  buildlnga  of  the  Standard  Fiah- 
erles,  which  are  ciose  to  the  kelp  bods. 
MoTal  Sarraatar 

The  method  of  obtaining  the  kelp  is 
unique.  A  scfiw  panses  over  the  teds 
with  knives  fastened  beneath,  which 
cuts  the  kelp.  After  being  cut  It' vises 
to  the  surface  of  the  water  and  Is  gnth- 
ered  up.  It  Is  rxpocted  that  ;he  com- 
pany will  be  able  to  linndle  as  much  aa 
1.000  tons  of  wet  kelp  per  day. 

The  machinery  will,  however,  not  only 
be  used  In  the  manafacture  of  potash, 
but  iu\  also  be  used  for  the  extraction 
of  oils  from  non-odlbJe  fish,  and  also  to 
make  fertHlaer  from  the  flsh  after  the 
oil  ha»'  been  extracted.  The  company, 
too.  will  send  "H  edible  fish  which  are 
cauKht  to  Prince  Itupert  for  packing 
purpooes. 

Before  the  outjjreak  of  the  war  the 
price  of  potash  was  »4«  per  ton  cm  the 
Pacific  Coast  ports.  After  'he  outbrouk 
of  the  war  the  price  Jumped  to  $400  per 
ton.     At   present  it   is  $110   per  ton.

these  serve  who  stand  and  wait. — 
T.   H.   8.,  In   London  Pally  News. 


One  of  our  moat  sporting  war  sights 
ii  Miss  Adventure  on  tha  top  of  a  tall 
van  driving  a  horse  at  tha  trot  through 
the  Streets  of  London. 

Khe  was  telling  me  In  the  sUblo 
what  made  her  volunteer  for  suteh  work 
when  a  Ull.  dark  girl  appeared  round 
the  comer  of  a  stall,  polishing  the 
braaa  of  a  head-coUar.  and  Joined  In 
our  eonvarsatlon.  This  tall  girl,  with 
her  atralght  frlnga.  bai^  short  bunched 
hair,  her  large  grave  eyes,  and  her  long 
military-looking  coat  unhooked  at  the 
collar,  might  have  been  Trilby  her- 
self. 

"I'm  from  Cork."  she  told  me  In  the 
softest  of  voices.  "I  came  over  to 
work  In  the  hospitals,  but  they  didn't 
need  me,  and  so  I  sUrted  driving  a 
horse,  tj-e  been  used  to  driving 
horses.  It's  easier  driving  In  London 
than  In  Cork.  In  London  you'  know 
what  the  others  are  doing;  In  Cork 
they  Just  go  as  they  choose.  It's  easy 
enough  driving  In  London.  I  like  It 
well  enough." 

A  girl  from  Wales  told  me  that  she 
had  driven  once  or  twice  In  a  farmer's 
wagon     before    she    started    driving    a 
London  van.     For   the  rest,   they  knew 
nothing  of  horses  till  war  came. 
Xszotaa  of  tka  Baa  Beat 
The     heroine     of     this     stable     waa 
brought  shrlnklngly  to  my  notice.     She 
is  demure  and  calm,  with  the  most  re- 
spectful  manners,   and   a   grave   sweet- 
ness of  face,     on   the  day  of  the   last 
air  raid  she  was  In  the  centre  of  things 
with    her    van.     "The   police   ordered   ev- 
erybody to  take  shelter.     This  girl  was 
orrtho^ound  ^Tieh  ftie  bombs  antl  the 
guna    frightened      her      horse.      It    ran 
away.      She  ohased   It,   caught    It.    and. 
to    make    her    capture   secure,    mounted 
the   box.      There   she   sat   during   tl»ose 
terrible  moments  holding  the  reins,  her 
eyes  on  her  horse's  ears,  bombs  falling 
to   right   aad   left,  houses   toppling,   the 
street  In  a  panic,  and  the  guns  of  de- 
fence banging  like  mad. 

"What  were  you  doing  before  the 
war?"  "I  waa  In  service,  sir."  "What 
asr*  'I  was  a  cook,  sir,"  "And  da 
you  mean  to  tell  me  that  driving  a 
slow  horse  Is  more  Interesting  than 
cooklngr'  "Oh,  no,  sir;  I  was  vary 
fond  of  my  cooking;  but,  my  health  not 
being  good,  I  thought  that  the  open 
air  would  make  me  stronger."  "Aad 
It  has?"  "Oh,  I'm  much  better  now. 
thank  you,  sir." 

Other  girls  say  that  driving  a  horaa 
Is  far  more  Interesting  than  dressmak* 
Ing  or  housemaldlng.  I  pressed  thraa 
of  them  who  are  born  Cockneys  to  tall 
mo  If  they  were  not  frightened  at  tha 
start.  Not  one  of  them  would  admit 
It.  "Why.  It's  fun  driving  a  horse,  and 
the  tratllc  only  makes  It  more  exoit- 
Ing."  Such  Is  the  spirit  of  the  London 
girl. 

"NOW  there's  a  horso,  sir,"  said  the 
gentlamen  In  charge  of  thees  girls, 
"that  I  didn't  like  them  to  handle.  A 
nasty,  vicious  brute,  sir,  and  strong  aa 
an  elephant.  But  one  of  the  girls  bag- 
ged so  hard  for  him  that  I  let  her  try 
him:  and  now  (It's  a  wonderful  thing, 
but  It's  a  fart,  sir)  that  horse  Is  as 
quiet  and  as  gentle  -aa  a  lamb."        ^ 

He  told  me.  In  the  hearing  of  the 
girls,  that  for  the  ftrst  two  of  three 
weeks  of  women  driving  the  horses 
"went  poor."  A  girl  with  «  smiling 
face  burst  in  with  the  challenge.  Mr. 
Taylor,  do  they?"  "That's  a  fact,  sir. " 
he  made  answer  to  me:  "they  don't. 
These  girls  have  good  hands,  thoy 
study  their  horses  and  they  take  a 
pride    in    them." 

Miss  as  a  van  driver  is  a  complete. 
absoUte  unqualined  success,  not  only 
an  R  whip,  but  as  a  handler  of  the 
heavy  baker's  trays  within  the  van. 
and  as  an  accountant.  She  comes  bark 
from  her  rounds  of  twenty  miles  with 
her  van  empty,  hnr  money  correct,  her 
horse  in  good  order,  and  her  heart  as 
happy  as  a  Summer's  day. 

I.*t  mo  warn  housekeepers  that  It  Is 
the  sight,  of  Miss  driving  a  >  van 
through  the  streets  of  London  which 
Is  emptying  the  kitchen.  Again  and 
again  I  was  told  by  ex-cook  and  ex- 
parlormatd.  "I  used  to  see  the  girls 
driving  by,  and  I  felt  I  couldn't  stick 
Indoors  any  longer.' 


They  make  excellent  conductors.  Their 
greatest  difficulty  Is  dealing  with  money, 
and  here  at  flrst  they  are  apt  to  come 
eoppory  croppers,  '^ut  the  V.  O.  O.  has 
a  aohool  in  Crbels^  whore  Mlsa  1« 
taught  not  only  the  map  of  Lond«m  but 
to  acquire  quickness  and  accuracy  In 
mental  arithmetic.  After  a  week  or  two 
standing  steadily  on  the  top  of  the  bus 
with  the  rain  In  her  eyes,  she  will  tell 
you  your  fara  In  a  secon^^ji  *•"*  ^^^^ 
give  you  the  right  change  from  a  fforln, 
e^n  when  the  bus  is  swinging  from 
right  to  left  and  a  gale  of  wind  Is  blow- 
ing tha  umbrelUs*  Into  her  face.  She  Is 
quick  In  acquiring  quickness.  And  she 
can  hold  her  own  with  the  moot  Irasc- 
ible of  dyspeptic  passengers. 

However  she  Is  a  woman,  and  nature 
sets  a  definite  limit  to  her  endurance. 
Her  coming  on  to  the  great  highway 
of  adventure  has  necessitated  certain 
chances  In  her  treatment.  She  Is  al- 
lowed to  sit  down  during  the  joarney, 
and  at  intervals  on  the  road'  there  are 
rest  rooms  for  her  ease,  with  special 
canteens  at  the  final  stopping  placeH.  A 
lady  looks  alter  her  wants,  and  her 
social  welfare  Is  a  concern  of  the  com- 
pany. She  is  neither  pampered  nor 
petted,  but  she  Is  treated  as  a  woman. 

"I've  no  complaints  to  ;nake,"  she 
tells  me.  "I've  got  to  get  my  UvinR 
somehow,  and  this  Is  the  best  way  I've 
discovered  so  far.  Yes,  the  excitement 
does  wear  off,  but  still  something  is 
always  happening,  and  you  can  always 
look  at  the  people."  She  tells  me  that 
she  very  seldom  encounters  rudeness, 
and  not  once  In  a  blue-moon  does  she 
have  to  deal  with  drunkenness. 

Management  says  to  me.  "Their  man- 
ners are  as  good  as  their  courage. 
They're  not  beaten  by  the  men  in  any 
single  respect  except  ^hatr  of—  pnv  lacai 
endurance.  The  way  they've  risen  to 
the  work  Is  splendid.  It  takes  them  a 
little  time  to  be  accurate  with  their 
way-bills,  their  tickets,  and  their  money, 
but  after  that  they're  every  bit  as  good 
as   the   men." 

Tou  must  not  think  that  patriotism 
dr4w  them  to  the  bus.  It  was  first  the 
chance  of  adventure,  next  the  open  air. 
and  next  the  good  money.  ;  All  the  safne. 
the  lady  supervisor  will  tell  you.  with 
a  smile  of  real  enthusiasm,  that  they're 
the  nicest  girls  In  the  world.  This 
means  that  like  their  money,  the.ne  girls 
are  good.— Harold  Begble,  In  London 
Daily  Chronicle.
